Boston Globe reporter Brian 
McGrory’s front-page Sunday piece on 
Bill Clinton's evolving approach to 
China painted the president's abject

McGrory, in a preview of the Manila 
summit between Clinton and Chinese 
president Jiang Zemin, wrote that 
Clinton had “looked back at his stalled 
policies and ahead to a place in histo 
ry, and planned to exude a new sense 
of accommodation to engage China in 
a more productive relationship.” And 
he quoted experts from the Rand Cor 
poration, the Brookings Institution, and 


academia hailing Clinton's new sense 

of realism hard to get a Chinese 
fficial to sign a contract for a new deal 
when next week or next month, the US 


may issue more sanctions against Chi- 


na,” Brookings’s Nicholas Lardy told 
the Globe 
Lardy is no doubt correct. Notably ab- 


sent from McGrory's report, though 
were the voices of human-rights advo- 
cates, who are worried about Clinton's 
flip-flop in dealing with one of the 
world's most brutal regimes. Both Hu 
man Rights Watch/Asia and Amnesty 
International, for instance, have called 
upon the international community to 
take a tougher stand against Chinese 
authorities. “By going soft on human 
rights, all you do is indicate to the Chi- 
nese that if you put up enough fuss, the 
US will cave,” Sidney Jones, executive 
director of Human Rights Watch/Asia, 
told the Phoenix this week 

In contrast to McGrory, the New York 
Times's Todd Purdum on Monday 
made room for Human Rights Watch to 
voice its objections. The Times's Web 
site, http.//www.nytimes.com, even post- 
ed an audio clip of an interview with 
Jones. And the Washington Posfs 
Michael Dobbs weighed in with a smart 
piece tracing the declining fortunes of 
Assistant Secretary of State John Shat- 
tuck, Clinton's top human-rights official, 
to Clinton's cynical shift to realpolitik 
McGrory, by failing to capture the full 
range of opinion, made it appear there's 
consensus where none truly exists.

A wet kiss 
for China 


Boston Globe reporter Brian 
McGrory's front-page Sunday piece on 
Bill Clinton's evolving approach to 
China painted the president's abject 
abandonment of human rights in posi- 
tively Churchillian tones. 

McGrory, in a preview of the Manila 
summit between Clinton and Chinese 
president Jiang Zemin, wrote that 
Clinton had “looked back at his stalled 
policies and ahead to a place in histo- 
ry, and planned to exude a new sense 
of accommodation to engage China in 
a more productive relationship.” And 
he quoted experts from the Rand Cor- 
poration, the Brookings Institution, and 
academia hailing Clinton's new sense 
of realism. “It is hard to get a Chinese 
Official to sign a contract for a new deal 
when next week or next month, the US 
may issue more sanctions against Chi- 
na,” Brookings's Nicholas Lardy told 
the Globe. 

Lardy is no doubt correct. Notably ab- 
sent from McGrory’s report, though, 
were the voices of human-rights advo- 
cates, who are worried about Clinton’s 
flip-flop in dealing with one of the 
world’s most brutal regimes. Both Hu- 
man Rights Watch/Asia and Amnesty 
International, for instance, have called 
upon the international community to 
take a tougher stand against Chinese 
authorities. “By going soft on human 
rights, all you do is indicate to the Chi- 
nese that if you put up enough fuss, the 
US will cave,” Sidney Jones, executive 
director of Human Rights Watch/Asia, 
told the Phoenix this week. 

In contrast to McGrory, the New York 
Times's Todd Purdum on Monday 
made room for Human Rights Watch to 
voice its objections. The Times's Web 
site, http:/www.nytimes.com, even post- 
ed an audio clip of an interview with 
Jones. And the Washington Posfs 
Michael Dobbs weighed in with a smart 
piece tracing the declining fortunes of 
Assistant Secretary of State John Shat- 
tuck, Clinton's top human-rights official, 
to Clinton’s cynical shift to realpolitik. 
McGrory, by failing to capture the full 
range of opinion, made it appear there’s 
consensus where none truly exists.

Call of the Weatherman 3 tons... 


Somewhere inside NYNEX headquarters 
on Harrison Avenue in Boston, telephone 
meteorologist Rob Gilman’s morning 
forecast is percolating through switching 
equipment capable of relaying the 50- 
second recorded message to more than 
70,000 people at one time. 

Gilman himself, meanwhile, is five 
miles away in a much more low-tech mi- 
lieu. At the moment, he’s standing on a 
clifftop in Hull, with no coat against the 
frigid midmorning air, peering out over 
the Atlantic. He’s tall, with green eyes 
and thinning curly hair, and a nose that 
makes him resemble a benign Richard 
Nixon (if such a thing is conceivable). 
Twenty or so yards behind him, up the

and Bill Gile, the evening and night-shift 
forecaster, out to the cliff to have a look. 
Off on the northeastern horizon, past a 
freighter making its way out to sea, 
peach-tinted cumulus clouds are piling up 
— the result, Gilman says, of five-degree 
air from Canada meeting 40-degree air 
over the ocean. Within the next 18 hours 
or so, those clouds could dust the South 
Shore and Cape Cod with light snow. 
Gilman and Gile point out a veil trailing 
below the clouds, marking the place 
where snow is falling on the water. 

Back in the house, Gilman reviews his 
notes from the 6 a.m. forecast and studies 
computer models, called up on the Inter- 
net, that show how patterns of surface 








gently sloping lawn and across the road, 
is his house, where he keeps his office. 
Inside, there’s a pot of coffee, a selection 
of weather instruments and radios, and a 
computer on which Gilman calls up satel- 
lite photos and other weather-related in- 
formation from around the world. From 
the desk chair, he could be tracking the 
sheet of clouds, remnant of an early mid- 
Atlantic snowstorm, that’s approaching 
from the south. 

But none of the satellite photos and 
radar images is showing the cloud mass 
to the north, which has drawn Gilman

temperature and atmospheric pressure 
may shift in the Northern Hemisphere 
over the next few days. To create their 
forecasts, Gilman and Gile integrate in- 
formation from those large-scale models 
with readings and observations from local 
sources that range from government 
weather instruments to-a band of area 
weather watchers — and, of course, they 
take a look outside. “I’m really tempted to 
talk about the cloudiness,” Gilman says. 
With that, he dials a special phone 
number at NYNEX to record an updated 
forecast. “Good mawning, everyone,” he 


begins, his familiar opening, flavored with 
the tones of his native Dorchester. A 
garbage truck clanks past the window as 
he talks, but he doesn’t falter. In one 
take, without a timer or a script, straight 
into the handset, he works in a mention 
of the developing clouds and leaves 
enough time to sign off as “Precision 
Weather Forecasting meteorologist Rob 
Gilman.” 

The tag line is important, because it ad- 
vertises Precision Weather Forecasting, 
the company Gilman and Gile founded 
eight years ago. In addition to their phone 
work, the two provide forecasts to a vari- 
ety of other clients. (Independently, Gile 
delivers TV weather for New England 
Cable News, while 
Gilman does radio 
forecasts, writes a 
weather column for the 
Patriot Ledger, and 
serves as an expert 
weather witness for 
liability and insurance- 
claims cases.) Thanks 
to funding cuts at the 
National Weather 
Service, Gilman 
explains, there’s a 
growing demand for 
private companies that 
supply weather 
predictions tailored to 
specific client needs. 
For example, as winter 
storms develop, 
Precision faxes precise, 
site-specific forecasts 
to public-works 
departments around 
the state to help them 
decide when to send 
out their plow crews. 

For the phone 
company, Precision 
usually records four 
forecasts a day, two 
by Gilman on the day shift and two by Gile 
at night. (Weekends are covered by a 
handful of other local meteorologists.) On 
average, according to NYNEX, 17,000 
people a day consult the service (at 
936—any-four-digits), and, to Gilman’s re- 
lief, almost none of them track down the 
forecasters to ask why Precision’s forecast is 
different from the ones on local TV stations. 

The only complaint Gilman has about 
the telephone business concerns 
NYNEX'’s automated temperature read- 
ing. “It’s three degrees too high,” he 
explains. Pa

Mik Miller is a mild-mannered 49-year-old business 
owner. So why does Quincy want to shut him down? 
Hint: His dog has a mohawk.

UST OVER THE Neponset River 

Bridge from Dorchester, historic 

Quincy is the birthplace of two presi- 
dents — including John Quincy Adams, the 
city’s namesake — and home of the na- 
tion’s first presidential library. But this qui- 
et South Shore city, steeped in colonial tra- 
dition, is now the site of a very modern bat- 
tle over freedom. 

On one side is Body Xtremes, a tiny shop 
in North Quincy that offers clothing, can- 
dies, and body piercing. On the other side 
are townspeople up in arms about the influ- 
ence the shop might have on their children 
— and on the future of a $3 million neigh- 
borhood-renewal project. 

At the center of the battle is Mik Miller, a 
49-year-old leathermaker. A heavyset man 
with a thinning black mohawk that he often 
wears pulled 'back in a ponytail, Miller 
looks every inch the teen-movie punk. Both 
his ears are lined with silver hoops, the 
bridge of his nose is triple-pierced, and his 
arms are decorated with several tattoos, in- 
cluding a skeleton in a Viking helmet and 
an elaborate web from which a vivid black 
spider hangs. 

Interviewed in his store, Miller turns out 
to be a rather soft-spoken man (he assures 
one self-conscious customer that no one is 
too heavy to wear black vinyl pants) with a 
pet Shih Tzu, Marco, that curls up at visi- 
tors’ feet and sports a two-inch mohawk 
and studded collar. He has tried, he says, 
to fit into the neighborhood: he invited 
neighbors and city officials to watch him at 
work (none accepted) and also sat for an 
interview with local high-school students. 

Still, Quincy has decided that Miller 
doesn’t belong. Local residents “walk by 
my store and shout things like ‘freaks’ and 
‘get out of Quincy’,” says Miller. He’s been 
the subject of petitions 
and PTO letters explain- 
ing in no uncertain 
terms that the city’s goal 
is to run him out of 
town. And there’s been 
trouble from the cops, 
too, who stop in to warn 
him not to let his em- 
ployees “loiter” on the 
sidewalk. Both of his as- 
sistants have recently 
quit, tired of verbal ha- 
rassment from passersby 
and of hassling by cops, 
who ordered the two of 
them to “disperse” while 
they stood outside. 

Beyond that, Miller 
was shut out of the first , 
city hearing concerning 
his store. When he arrived for the sched- 
uled hearing last month, he was told that 
it wasn’t an official hearing, and thus he 
wouldn’t be given an opportunity to 
speak. When he and his supporters left, 
the city council proceeded with the hear- 
ing — allowing opponents of his shop to 
argue in favor of a restrictive ordinance 
governing the piercing business, with no 
rebuttal from Miller. 


HE TROUBLE started in June, when 

Miller opened his red-awninged store- 
front between Timmy Bakery and South 
Shore Check Cashing on Hancock Street. 
The two-block commercial strip consists 
mainly of small family stores: flower shops, 
Chinese restaurants, a pharmacy, and a few

hair salons. Wollaston Lutheran Church 
stands at one end, and a new Shaw’s su- 
permarket at the other. 

But scratch the surface of this typical sub- 
urban scene and you’ll find Susie’s Hair 
Styling, a small salon that has been shaping 
mohawks and shaving heads for more than 
five years. (“We do everything from strip- 
pers to big-time businessmen,” says stylist 
Rik, who owns the shop with his sister 
Susie.) And Dean’s Video Express, estab- 
lished 13 years ago, is a video-rental store 
that stocks its back room with adult movies, 
magazines, and dildos. (Mik Miller, on the 
other hand, was told by a city official he 
could not sell “rubber appliances.”)

“The only complaint I had was a few 
years ago, when [city councilor] Bruce Ay- 
ers stuck his nose in here,” says the owner 
of the video store, which is located across 
the street from Body Xtremes. “Other than 
that, and a few mothers who say they won’t 
let their kids rent movies from me, I have 
had no problems.” 

So why is Mik Miller being singled out? 

City councilor Ayers says there are three 
reasons the middle-aged punk shouldn’t be 
in North Quincy: he’s a threat to local busi- 
ness, to public health, and to the well-being 
of the community — particularly children.

First, Ayers is angry that Miller has 
moved into an area currently undergoing a 
$3 million renovation. Sidewalks have been 
widened and brick borders added; colonial- 
style streetlamps now line the road. 

“The city has decided to fix up the area to 
attract new businesses,” says Ayers, who 
himself owns a small company in another 
part of Quincy. “But this is not the caliber of 
business we wanted to attract. Miller’s store 
is something you would see in Provincetown 
or in certain areas of Boston.” 

Ayers is also making an issue 
of Miller’s impact on public 
health. After Miller moved in, 
Ayers and Quincy health com- 
missioner Jane Gallahue began 
searching for state regulations 
concerning body piercing. Mas- 
sachusetts, it turned out, has 
none, so the two set out to draft 
their own city ordinance. 

The 12-page ordinance, still 
in draft form, is modeled on 
state regulations from Okla- 
homa. It sets strict standards 
for tool sterilization and needle 
disposal. That part incurs no 
objection from Miller; indeed, 
his hospital-white piercing 
room is stocked with sterilizing 
equipment, a medical chair, 
and a shelf full of supplies from 
antiseptics to bandages. 

It’s the proposed training requirement 
that rankles Miller. It calls for first aid and 
CPR training, which is standard in the 
business. But it would also mandate a 15- 
week class on anatomy and physiology, fol- 
lowed by an apprenticeship with an experi- 
enced piercer. 

Miller considers that outrageous. “I have 
been doing body piercing since 1970,” he 
says. “I served an apprenticeship. . . . I 
have never had a problem with a piercing, 
and I don’t feel I should be put out of busi- 
ness for 15 weeks while I study simple 
things such as muscle structure and blood 
— things I already know.” 

Miller says if Ayers wants to tackle health 
issues, he should look into some of the hor- 








rifying “home piercings” that walk through 
Miller’s door. 

“I have kids pushing ear studs through 
their navels and then coming to me for ad- 
vice,” says Miller, who has pierced 1500 
customers in five months of business. “In 
fact, I helped out a young guy not too long 
ago who shoved a meat thermometer 
through his nipple. The fact is, if I don’t do 
it cleanly and safely, these kids are going to 
vandalize their own bodies and end up with 
some nasty infections.” 

From the attention he’s received, you 
might think Miller is the only body piercer 
working in Quincy. He’s not. A salon called 
Michael’s Heads First and Supertan has 
been advertising body piercing for the past 
year without encountering any trouble from 
the city. Ayers and Gallahue refer to 
Michael, the proprietor, as a “nice man who 
doesn’t make any trouble for anyone.” 

Michael says that although he doesn’t em- 

-«  Ulate Miller’s leather-and- 
chains style, he will stand be- 
hind Miller as a businessman. 

“Sure, we all think there 
should be regulations for this 
type of business,” says 
Michael, “But the city is taking 
this to extremes just because of 
the way [Miller] looks. I have 
had officials come into my 
shop and say, “You should see 
what he looks like, Michael.’ 
The simple fact is, he has the 
right to conduct business de- 
spite his appearance.” 

Bruce Ayers might disagree. 
“I was in there one day and 
three girls in Sacred Heart 
uniforms were wandering 
around,” says Ayers, holding 
up a photo of Miller. “Have 
you seen Mr. Miller? Look at 
his picture!” 






ee YERS SUPPORTS his 
y third complaint by citing 
overwhelming opposition from the nearby 
residents of North Quincy. 

He produces a few petitions that he has 
asked residents to circulate around the city. 
Ironically, though every sheet is filled with 
signatures (all women, apparently), none of 
the opponents the Phoenix called was will- 
ing to be named. 

“Oh, I feel very strongly that freak 
should be run out of town,” says one 
woman from North Quincy. “My parents 
grew up in Quincy, and my dad says in his 
day a shop like that would have been 
burned to the ground.” 

Another woman from Quincy says she 
has two children and fears Miller’s influ- 
ence. “I’m just waiting for the day that my 
son walks in the door with green hair and a 
metal plate through his nose,” says the 
woman, whose son is four years old. 

Then there’s Cindy Baird. Although her 
name appears on one of the petitions, she 
admits that she and her husband aren’t 
even sure they oppose Miller’s business. 

“My husband, in fact, refused to sign it,” 
says Baird. “The only reason I signed it was 
because someone I care about asked me 
to.” That also seemed to be the case with 
five other petitioners phoned by the 
Phoenix; six more of the 14 called did voice 
hostility to Miller. 

Ayers says nearby businesses, too, object 
to Miller and his shop. 

Not everyone agrees. “The truth is, people 
in Quincy are freakin’ bored,” says Rik of 
Susie’s Hair Styling. “They should be thank- 
ful that they have someone like him here. 
He’s clean, he has his shit together, and kids 
aren’t going to friends with rusty needles.” 

Dean of Dean’s Video says the same: 
“Ayers saying we have a problem with 
Miller is absolutely untrue. None of the 
businesses around here that I’ve spoken to 
are offended.” 

Miller will be given the chance to speak 
near the end of December, when the city 
holds a second hearing to discuss what it 
will take either to “clean his work up” or to 
get rid of him. 

“T have done nothing wrong,” says 
Miller. “And I will not be shut up so easily 
the next time.” B

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a top priority — he even jokingly referred to 
himself recently as “Governor Pothole” — 
his insistence on Blute, who would succeed 
outgoing executive director Stephen Tocco, 
bodes poorly. 

Massport plays an essential role in the life 
of the state. It runs Logan Airport and the 
Port of Boston, promotes trade abroad, and 
funds certain infrastructure projects. This is 
an especially critical time for the agency. Lo- 
gan is undergoing a badly needed $1 billion 
modernization to hold off thriving regional 
competitors like Providence’s T.F. Green 
airport. The much delayed Central 
Artery/Tunnel project could well need mas- 
sive Massport funding to hold together. The 
agency relies heavily on bond financing, but 
recent mishaps, such as its failed $400 mil- 
lion bond issue last year, have left investors 
skeptical and looking for solid leadership. If 
Wall Street isn’t convinced, Massport will be 
in real trouble. 

Indeed, not only is Massport’s agenda 
loaded with ambitious projects, but the new 
executive director will inherit a hair-whiten- 
ing morass of problems. “Massport is a total 
mess,” according to one board member, 
who says staff morale is “in a shambles. 
You’ve got a bunch of stiffs in the key slots, 
and you don’t have any capacity to process 
the very boring nuts and bolts of making the 
place work.” The new head will not only 
face a stultifying array of management and 
construction headaches, but, according to 
this board member, may find that cost over- 
runs and political pressures could squeeze 
the agency for up to five times the $200 mil- 
lion in contributions it has budgeted for the 
Big Dig. In short, “it’s going to take some- 
body awfully good,” says the board member. 

“This is not supposed to be a hack job,” 
agrees one administration source who de- 
scribed the board’s frustration. “If your wife 
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and kids fly into Logan, you don’t want a 
hack running the show.” 

“Hack” might be too harsh, but Blute 
probably isn’t the best man for the job. It’s 
true, as his boosters say, that he has grap- 
pled with transportation issues at the State 
House and then in Congress, as a member 
of the House Transportation and Infrastruc- 
ture Committee. And it’s true that Blute 
would bring crucial contacts to the post. 
“With a Republican House and a Republican 
Senate, who’s going to be a more effective 
voice?” asks a committee aide. Still, the 
highlight of Blute’s pre-political experience 
was a job flacking for the Boston Red Sox, 
and he is regarded more for his charisma 
than his intellect. Local experts on economic 
development can quickly tick off the names 
of several infrastructure wonks better suited 
to the job. (Outgoing executive director 
Tocco, who came to Massport as a pharma- 
cist by training, leaves the post after biparti- 
san criticism for having been an overbearing 
and controversial chief.) 

Bjute is drawing opposition from other 
quarters as well. Environmentalists, commu- 
nity activists, and newspaper editorialists 
have rushed to decry the politics of the pick. 
The Boston Globe labeled it “a patronage 
plum,” and called for a wider 
search. In a recent letter to 
Weld, Governor’s Council 
member Dorothy A. Kelly 
Gay, a Democrat, com- 
plained that “Blute will not 
be responsive or sensitive to 
neighborhoods,” and that 
“[t]he position should not be 
awarded as a political conso- 
lation prize to a defeated par- 
tisan politician.” 

“He won't go away,” 
moans James McCaffrey, 
director of the Massachu- 
setts chapter of the Sierra 
Club, who frets for wet- 
lands around the airport and the harbor. 
“He would bring a very poor record on 
behalf of the environment to that job.” 

McCaffrey cites Blute’s dismal 38 percent 
rating on environmental issues by the 
League of Conservation Voters. East Boston 
community activist Mary Ellen Walsh said 
Blute alarms airport-area residents who fear 
he would take a “manifest-destiny approach 
to airport expansion.” 

These reactions are to some degree politi- 
cally motivated: many Democrats paint 
Blute as a radical pawn of Newt Gingrich. 
That’s an exaggeration, however. In his two 
terms representing the Third District — 
which cuts a winding swath through the 
state and encompasses Worcester — Blute 
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cast plenty of bad votes. But he actually 
leaves Congress able to plead innocent to the 
worst crimes of the House revolution. Blute 
opposed the shameless $245 billion tax cut 
of early 1995 (“the crown jewel” of the Gin- 
grich agenda), and supported gun-control 
laws. In fact, his greatest liability may have 
been a name with an unfortunate rhyme. 
(“You wouldn’t vote for Newt, so why vote 
for Blute?”) 

Perhaps less relevant than the question of 
Blute’s qualifications is the way Weld has 
handled this appointment. He eschewed 
both a candidate search and consultation 
with the Massport board, and instead 
pitched a defeated junior congressman who 
has alienated state Democrats. Even with 
board members voicing serious doubts pub- 
licly and privately, and urging a broader 
search for candidates, Weld has held firm. 
(Blute hasn't yet officially accepted the job 
— he must first swear off any 1998 con- 
gressional ambitions — but he’s reportedly 
told Weld he wants it. Perhaps to insulate 
Blute from what could be an embarrassing 
withdrawal of the offer, however, one Re- 
publican source recently warned that reports 
of his commitment are exaggerated: “He has 
not made a final decision.” Blute’s office de- 
clined to comment on this story.) 

If Weld is so devoted to a re- 
juvenation of the state’s outdated 
infrastructure with an eye toward 
increasing international trade, 
how can he justify choosing a 
Massport head at this crucial 
hour who will at best encounter 
resentment, and at worst arrive 
unprepared? Only on the 
grounds that the Republican Par- 
ty is more important than the 
state. The Mass GOP, reeling 
from its Election Day meltdown, 
has become increasingly impa- 
tient with Weld’s inattention to 
grassroots party building. Now 
that Weld’s aura of invincibility has been 
cracked by his Senate loss, party leaders are 
urging him to inject some life into the state 
GOP before packing it in. 

To a lame-duck governor, building the 
party and stacking up IOUs is a lot more 
fun than worrying about runway expansion 
and harbor dredging. “I don’t think Weld 
has thought about this stuff for 10 seconds 
in six years,” says a board member. “Weld 
hasn't paid attention to this agency.” 

Unfortunately, Weld’s knee-jerk approach 
to filling this job suggests he’s not about to 
Start now. |

A clarion cry of economic trouble 
is muffled by the Man

and James Steele’s populist manifesto 

America: What Went Wrong? became 
something of a phenomenon. The book, an 
outgrowth of their 1991 series for the 
Philadelphia Inquirer, was a bestselling ex- 
posé of how the Reagan Administration 
and Congress had screwed the working 
class on everything from taxes to job secu- 
rity. It was the subject of a PBS series host- 
ed by Bill Moyers. It was lauded by then- 
candidate Bill Clinton as “must reading for 
any student of politics, ethics, or business.” 
It may even have played a role in building 
support for the tax hike on the rich that 
squeaked through Congress in 1993. 

This time, the empire struck back. 
When Barlett and Steele’s 10-part, 65,000- 
word follow-up, America: Who Stole the 
Dream?, debuted in the Inquirer on 
September 8, the critics were ready. Barlett 
and Steele fingered free-trade agreements 
such as NAFTA and GATT, as well as un- 
controlled immigration, as important rea- 
sons for the disappearance of the millions 
of manufacturing jobs that had once sus-

tained the working class. The series, built 
upon reams of statistics, was backed up 
with the tales of ordinary Americans who’d 
lost their jobs when their companies shut 
down US operations and opened new 
plants in low-wage, Third World countries. 
Who Stole the Dream? was an attack on 
economic orthodoxy and on the pro-free- 
trade consensus that prevails among both 
political parties in Washington, and it did 
not go unanswered. 

“A twisted portrait of the economy,” 
thundered Robert Samuelson in the Wash- 
ington Post and Newsweek. “Their anec- 
dotes are interesting; their attempts at 
context are hilarious,” sneered Holman 
Jenkins in the Wall Street Journal. The 
Seattle Times killed the series after the 
first installment; executive editor Michael 
Fancher called its premise “sweeping and 
provocative” but “unsubstantiated.” And 
Christopher Caldwell, of the conservative 
Weekly Standard, charged that the series 
was little more than a sloppily conceived 
attempt by the Inquirer’s Pulitzer-starved 
editors to use their marquee performers 
(the Barlett-and-Steele team has two 
Pulitzers to its credit) to bring home some 
much-needed gold. 

You wouldn’t think Barlett and Steele’s

work could be dismissed so easily. After 
all, only 10 months ago Pat Buchanan’s 
pitchfork peasants were storming New 
Hampshire, capitalizing on middle- and 
working-class angst with a crude but pow- 
erful anti-immigration, anti-free-trade 
message. The New York Times published a 
landmark series on economic insecurity 
under the direction of managing editor 
Gene Roberts, the former Philadelphia In- 
quirer editor who first brought Barlett and 
Steele to prominence. (Samuelson, for 
one, didn’t like the Times series, either.) 
And Newsweek weighed in with a post-of- 
fice-style rogues’ gallery of downsizing- 
obsessed corporate executives. 

Certainly there’s plenty of evidence of a 
crisis in working-class America. Inflation- 
adjusted wages, especially for people with 
no more than a high-school education, 
have been dropping since the early 1970s. 


The gap between rich and poor has been 


widening since the rise of Reaganomics, 
as Samuelson himself has acknowledged 
on other occasions. But with unemploy- 
ment and inflation low, and with the me- 
dia providing the drumbeat for Clinton’s 
re-election claim that the economy was 
humming thanks to him, economic inse- 
curity had diminished as a political issue 
by the time Barlett and Steele were ready 
with their opus. 

Thus, unlike its predecessor, Who Stole 
the Dream? disappeared without a trace. 
Steele, in a Phoenix interview, says he’s 
still hopeful that his work will have some 
effect: the book version (Andrews & 
McMeel, $9.95) is hitting bookstores 
now, he notes, and some 40 newspapers 
across the country ran all or part of the 
series. “America: What Went Wrong? was 
kind of in a class by itself,” concedes 
Steele. “But this one has had — and con- 
tinues to have — quite an impact in the 
markets where it’s run.” 

Trouble is, unless a story gets repeated 
over and over in the New York—Washing- 
ton media axis, the usual fate is for it to be 
quickly forgotten. Damaging as the criti- 
cism from Samuelson, Jenkins, and Cald- 
well may have been, silence — the lack of 
attention from the network news pro- 
grams, the talking-heads shows, and the 
like — can be devastating. 

“There’s no echo chamber for this kind 
of reporting,” says Jeff Cohen, executive 
director of the liberal media-watchdog 
group Fairness & Accuracy in Reporting 
(FAIR). “There’s no echo chamber for 
saying that hey, big business is ripping off 
the country. And part of the reason for 
that is that big business owns the echo 
chamber.” Or, as Barlett himself put 
it in a recent interview on FAIR’s 
nationally syndicated radio show, 
CounterSpin: “Some editors are very 
uncomfortable with anything that 
challenges the status quo.” (Coun- 
terSpin can be heard on the World- 
Wide Web in RealAudio at 
http://www. fair.org/fair/counterspin.) 

Where alternative channels of com- 
munication exist, it is possi- 
ble to force the main- 
stream to take no- 
tice. For instance, 
last summer the 
San Jose Mercury 
News published a 
controversial se- 
ries, Dark Al- 
liance, on an al-

leged connection between the CIA and the 
introduction of crack in Los Angeles. The 
basic elements of the story struck such a 
powerful chord in the black community 
that it spread nationwide via black-orient- 
ed talk shows and newspapers, forcing 
both the media and government officials 
to investigate. 

Unfortunately, there’s no grassroots 
network akin to the black media to keep a 
story like Who Stole the Dream? alive. 
There is, though, a technology that didn’t 
even exist when What Went Wrong? was 
on the bestseller list: the World-Wide 
Web. It was the Web, after all, that trans- 
formed Dark Alliance from a series in a 
regional paper into an ongoing story avail- 
able to black media outlets across the 
country. (The series can be found at 
http://www.sjmercury.com/drugs.) The 
Philadelphia Inquirer has published an ab- 
breviated version of Who Stole the 
Dream? on its Web site 
(http://www. phillynews.com/packages/am 
erica96). That may give the story some 
long-term legs even if the book version 
fails to catch on. 

Al Gore may have beat- 
en Ross Perot in the great

It was supposed to be a nice, comfort- 
able environment for John McLaughlin, 
the machine-gun-mouthed conservative 
host of The McLaughlin Group.

or, noting that Fal- 
lows had been on The 
McLaughlin Group 
several times during its 
early years. “He 











asked me how he could improve his per- 
formance: ‘Should I interject without be- 
ing called upon? Should I use bolder lan- 
guage?’ But I see now that he’s taken a 
different view of the program,” McLaugh- 
lin smirked. 

McLaughlin never did get around to an- 
swering the questioner about lecture fees, 
so I pressed him on it after the morning’s 
program. He responded with a combina- 
tion of humor and bluster. “I think they’re 
wonderful. I think it’s white-collar crime,” 
he said, making it clear that this was one 
type of criminal behavior he heartily sup- 
ported. He then denied that speaking fees 
have a corrupting influence on a journal- 
ist’s opinions, claiming, not too convinc- 
ingly, that he and his fellow lecture-circuit 
pundits “can’t even remember who we talk 
to. It all becomes a blur.” 

Presumably there was no speaking fee 
for his appearance at Channel 2: The 
McLaughlin Group recently switched from 
WBZ-TV (Channel 4) back to its old PBS 
home, and the event was designed as a 
mutual stroking session. 

Nevertheless, the issue of corporate in- 
fluence was front and center. McLaugh- 
lin’s show, after all, is sponsored by Gen- 
eral Electric, the giant military contractor 
and nuclear-power-plant manufacturer. 
And McLaughlin was introduced by a GE 
official.

Given his oft-stated disdain for the me- 
dia elite, Rush Limbaugh’s fixation on es- 
tablishment acceptance is odd, to say the 
least.

Policy Center as if it were a Good House- 
keeping Seal of Approval. Rush’s favorite 
passage: “Limbaugh’s focus differs sub- 
stantially from that of the other shows. 
His topics are more likely to focus on do- 
mestic politics and business. In addition, 
Limbaugh spends more time than other 
hosts urging his audience to assume per- 
sonal responsibility and insisting they can 
make a difference.” 

What Rush doesn’t tell you, though, is 
that the report also found that his show 
focuses on foreign affairs far less than 

ther conservative shows do, and on fami- 
ly and education far less than moderate or 
liberal shows. The report even found that 
many of Limbaugh’s listeners agree with 
the host’s off-the-wall belief that the me- 
dia have treated the Unabomber more 
kindly than the Oklahoma City bombers. 
(The report summary can be found on the 
Web at hittp://www.asc.upenn.edu/ 
appc/trp/trp.html.) 

Co-author Kathleen Hall Jamieson de- 
clined to comment on Limbaugh’s using 
her work to boost his own credibility, ex- 
plaining that the full study has not yet 
been completed. 

Suffice to say, though, that the conclu- 
sions are more mixed than Rush has 
let on. ®

Like much of southeast Washington, DC, 8th Street has seen better 
days. But at the corner of I Street sits one local landmark unscarred 
by age, crime, poverty, or neglect — a symbol, you might say, of 


inside, crisply uniformed men and women move with purpose. The 
lush, manicured parade, maintained by a horticulturist and a staff 
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But more than the contrast of the build- 
ing and its physical surroundings is stark; 
those who live within this haven’s walls are 
a breed apart as well. The young enlisted 
Marines I meet, none older than 24, exhibit 
poise and self-possession well beyond their 
years. They carry themselves with pride 
and speak in modulated tones, their words 
laced heavily with “ma’ams.” Their an- 
swers are thoughtful. They have come, by 
and large, from the South, and from the 
working class, the children of seamstresses 
and social workers, farmers and factory 
workers. But from the first day of boot 
camp they abandon their inherited identi- 
ties to be reborn into the military class. 

It is an identity they have chosen willing- 
ly, because they seek opportunity, a chal- 
lenge, or a way to express 
their patriotism. Yet among 
the well-educated and well- 
off, there exists a deeply root- 
ed perception that the military 
is the blue-collar option of last 
resort — that the military is 
an institution to be looked 
down upon. 

Twenty-five years ago, that 
notion had some merit. Once 
the educated began to evade 
the draft, and then were ex- 
empted once the draft ended, 
the military became a place 
for people with few options. 
Drunkenness, drug use, de- 
sertion, illiteracy, and racial 
tension were widespread. 
Forty percent of Army re- 
cruits were high-school 
dropouts. 

But beginning in the early 
1980s, the armed forces be- 
gan raising standards and re- 
quiring, if not a high-school 
diploma, at least a GED (and 
only a tiny percentage of re- 
cruits have a GED instead of 
a diploma). Today, the caliber 
of recruits is the highest in 
history — more than 90 per- 
cent of enlisted men are high- 
school graduates — and the 
services regularly turn away 
those who don’t meet the 
standards. And because the re- 
cruits have volunteered, they 
are truly committed. 

If the raw material is impres- 
sive, so is the finished product.

skills, but also what he calls “mental tough- 
ness,” girded by a five-month deployment 
in the Persian Gulf heat. He quickly as- 
cended the ranks, then decided to go to 
college and become an officer. Today, he is 
an electrical-engineering student at 




















the few institutions in Ameri- 
can life concerned with devel- 
oping good citizens who seek leadership, 
practice discipline, and believe in public 
service. It has also successfully tackled 
problems — most notably those concerning 
race and affirmative action — that continue 
to bedevil society at large. Certainly the mil- 
itary isn’t flawless: the revelations of rape 
and sexual harassment at Aberdeen and 
other Army bases have drawn renewed — 
and deserved — attention to the military’s 
difficulties in integrating women. “Don’t 
ask-don’t tell” or not, gays still have a hard 
time. The Pentagon’s handling of “Gulf 
War syndrome” shows that the military is 
much like any other bureaucracy when it 
comes to burying the bad news. 

But these problems and shortcomings 
tend to get plenty of exposure — much 
more than the military’s exemplary side. 
Believe it or not, the military does have a 
lot to teach. But it’s hard to learn from a 
distance, and the distance between the mil- 
itary and civilian populations has arguably 
never been greater. 


A WORLD OF OPPORTUNITY 


In 1989 Tenn Chowfren immigrated to 
the US from Jamaica. He had 19 years of 
life experience, a high-school degree, and 
no skills to speak of. So his parents did 
what desperate parents have done for gen- 
erations: they encouraged him to enlist, 
which he did. Soon after completing Army 
basic training, he not only had plenty of 


Howard University, as well as its Reserve 
Officers’ Training Corps (ROTC) battalion 
commander. If he stays in the military, he 
will go far. If he does not, he now has the 
skills and leadership experience, he says, 
that “corporate America is looking for.” 

The military has always been an impor- 
tant force in assimilating immigrants like 
Chowfren and equipping them for success. 
More remarkable, perhaps, is what it has 
done for a group of native-born citizens — 
African Americans. No group has benefited 
more from the upward mobility the military 
offers, because no institution in America 
has offered blacks greater opportunity. 

That’s the thesis of All That We Can Be: 
Black Leadership and Racial Integration 
the Army Way (Basic Books, 1996), a new 
book by sociologists Charles C. Moskos 
and John Sibley Butler. Moskos and Butler 
trace the military’s, and in particular the 
Army’s, success in both recruiting blacks 
and promoting them to positions of au- 
thority. Colin Powell sets the most notable 
example, but he does not stand alone. 
Blacks account for seven percent of Army 
generals, 11 percent of all officers, and 30 
percent of enlisted men. The Army has 
made affirmative action work without quo- 
tas, without lowering standards, and with- 
out a white backlash. 

Moskos and Butler identify several prin- 
ciples that the Army has relied on and that 
civilian society could learn from. The first 
is to the principle of promoting on merit — 


but only after enlarging the selection pool 
of qualified blacks. Taking proactive steps 
to ensure that pool is big enough, the Army 
recruits heavily on historically black cam- 
puses, for example, and has established ed- 
ucation programs to bring the skills of po- 
tential recruits and officers up to par. Stan- 
dards remain inflexibly high, which means 
that everyone promoted has earned their 
promotion — and everyone working under 
them knows it. 

Moskos and Butler also stress that the 
Army worries more about creating black 
opportunity than eliminating white racism. 
Perhaps more to the point, though, is the 
military’s creed, which deems unacceptable 
anything that gets in the way of mission ac- 
complishment. “From day one of boot 





camp,” Marine Corporal Ford, who is 
white, tells me, “everyone is green.” 

The military imposes integration; in do- 
ing so, it illuminates why that ideal is still 
worth fighting for. Lance Corporal 
Tashawna Craig, a 19-year-old African 
American from Houston who followed her 
five uncles into the Marines, says her expe- 
rience growing up in the South made her 
wary when she saw the races freely mixing 
at boot camp. “I never thought I could 
work with [whites],” she says. 

She learned she could. “When I go home 
to the South I can feel the tension,” she 
says. “I’ve never felt racial tension here.” 

Race relations in the military aren’t per- 
fect, of course. And if the peacetime bene- 
fits are high for blacks, so are the wartime 
costs: blacks will be deployed in dispropor- 
tionate numbers to their presence in the 
population. That’s why some black civil- 
rights leaders look askance at military ser- 
vice: upward mobility shouldn’t require the 
willingness to strap on a uniform. That it 
too often does tells us more about society 
than it does about the military. 

The armed services also happen to be the 
only organization, Moskos loves to point 
out, in which blacks routinely boss around 
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whites — who quickly learn that it’s just 
like being bossed around by . . . whites. Be- 
yond providing lessons for civilian society, 
the military is also shaping its charges. 

It does so in many ways. The military 
builds character — in the sense of re- 
silience, courage, and leadership — by 
granting young people a degree of respon- 
sibility unimaginable to most civilians. At 
age 23, John Brown, a Marine second lieu- 
tenant now training at Fort Sill, Oklahoma, 
will have under his command a group of 
enlisted men ranging from privates fresh 
out of recruit training to a staff sergeant 
with 10 years of service under his belt. 

“Some of the junior enlisted men will 
have personal problems,” Brown says, 
“their wives still in high school, pregnant, 
with bills to pay. I will have to 
think things out to such a 
greater degree than I ever have 
before. I have to look out for 
them, help them take care of 
problems so the unit can func- 
tion effectively.” And military 
service will inspire an empathy 
— are his men cold? home- 
sick? scared? — that he will 
carry into civilian life. 

Brown will also acquire a 
deeply bred sense of ethics. The 
military operates under a code 
of honor most of us would find 
unsustainable. Write a bad 
check in the civilian world, and 
your bank subtracts $25 from 
your account. Do the same in 
the military, and your career 
may be over. Married civilians 
who commit sex crimes outside 
their marriages face charges re- 
lated only to those specific acts. 
In the military, married soldiers 
charged with sexual assault — 
as those at Aberdeen have 
found — also face charges of 
adultery. This code isn’t al- 
ways followed in dealings with 
civilians — think of military 
spokespersons misleading the 
press in Saigon or Riyadh, or 
Oliver North’s star turn be- 
fore Congress — but in in- 
tramilitary interactions, it is 
an ever present ideal. 

More profoundly, those in the military 
grapple with formidable moral dilemmas 
most of us do not face: When should you 
put your life on the line for your fellow 
man? Is it ethical to put completing a mis- 
sion before saving a life? Is it honorable to 
put saving your own life before completing 
your mission? 

“If you go to war,” one former Army ar- 
tillery officer says, “you are morally compro- 
mised. Your hands have stains you'll never 
wash off if you’ve killed someone or ordered 
someone killed.” Anyone who might go to 
war must contemplate what justifies crossing 
a line that civilians consider uncrossable. 

Then there’s the discipline, which to 
most civilians seems both archaic (who 
cares if your pants are creased properly?) 
and arbitrary (why should you do what 
someone tells you just because of his or 
her rank?). In fact, the discipline is any- 
thing but arbitrary: in combat, you must 
react instantly, as a unit, and you must re- 
act correctly; discipline hones those re- 
flexes. As Brigadier General Richard Still- 
well says when he lectures a class of 
cadets in Rick Atkinson’s The Long Gray 
Line (Houghton Mifflin, 1989), “West 
Point is tough! It is tough in the same way 
war is tough.” 

The discipline is bearable because those 
giving the orders have survived the same 
trials, and thrived, and — the occasional 
sadistic sergeant aside — they generally 
have their underlings’ best interests at 
heart. The trust is earned. While blind def- 
erence to authority isn’t something we 
want to replicate in civilian life, there is a 
virtue in learning to do things you don’t 
want to do, and in learning that you can 
survive that, too. Those with military expe- 
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rience say it endowed them with unshak- 
able confidence in their ability to overcome 
any stress that civilian life has to offer. 

Perhaps the greatest gap between the 
military and the civilian world is the reia- 
tive weight each places on rights and re- 
sponsibilities. Civilian American society fo- 
cuses increasingly on individual rights, 
which in the American military are sec- 
ondary to individual obligations. People in 
the military learn self-discipline, but they 
also learn selflessness. 

That’s what drew Major Ralph Peters into 
the Army 20 years ago. After growing up in 
a military family, he rebelled and became a 
musician. Then, in 1975, he was a volunteer 
teaching at a refugee camp housed on a mil- 
itary base. He saw soldiers staying up until 2 
a.m. to prepare for classes they were teach- 
ing the refugees. It was a sharp contrast to 
the “lazy, loudmouthed” civilians Peters 
knew. At age 23, he joined the Army. 

Beyond serving society in many ways on 
a daily basis, members of the military sign 
over their lives to protect that society. As 
tolerance for military casualties diminishes, 
it is unlikely that thousands of men and 
women will have to sacrifice their lives for 
us in the foreseeable future. But they are 
prepared to do so, having thought deeply 
about what it is they are protecting. Patri- 
ots all, they will tell you with great emotion 
how, of the 20 countries they have visited, 
America — flaws and all — is the best; or 
how they have seen people abroad dying 
for rights that we take for granted. 

“People don’t see the direct connection 
between their ability to walk around, have 
protests, vote how they want — and the 
military,” says George Flowers, a Marine 
second lieutenant based at Fort Sill, Okla- 
homa. People, in fact, don’t see the con- 
nection between the presence of a strong 
military and their right to disparage it. 


PERSONAL BEST 


Given that those in the military seem to 
possess both bigger muscles and a stronger 


moral fiber than many of us, it’s no wonder 
they increasingly exude disdain for non- 
servers and their way of life. Thomas Ricks 
of the Wall Street Journal provided a clas- 
sic case study when he followed a group of 
Marines home from boot camp in 1995: 
they described their old friends as “losers.” 
The Marines I met concur. 

When she first came back from boot 
camp, Tashawna Craig says, civilians sud- 
denly seemed “so stupid, so silly,” and 
most of all, “so undisciplined.” The 
Marines may be hard-core, but they are 
not unique. At Howard University, Army 
ROTC cadets with prior service as enlisted 
men express distaste and sometimes dis- 
may at the behavior of their college peers, 
who talk in class, goof off, and party too 
much. Todd Mielke, a 23-year-old fresh- 
man who enlisted when he was 17, wants 
his degree so that he can become an offi- 
cer, but he is palpably uncomfortable with 
civilian life. Among his pet peeves: litter. 

In the Army, you damn well pick up after 
yourself. “We've got really high personal 
standards,” Mielke explains. “But on cam- 
pus,” he says, “people just throw their 
trash down.” 

Truth is, spending time around a group 
of Marines makes you very aware of your 
imperfections — from messy hair and tar- 
diness to flabby thighs and white lies — 
which I suspect is one reason a lot of civil- 
ians keep their distance. (One Army officer 
I interviewed launched into a tirade on the 
terrible eating habits of civilians — they 
can’t handle a knife and fork, they chew 
with their mouth open, and so on. I was 
thankful we were on the phone and not at 
lunch.) Such standards of behavior are 
simply foreign to most civilians. 

This is why, more and more, those 
drawn to the military lifestyle are them- 
selves the products of military families. 
Consider Lance Corporal Christina L. 
Wright, one of the young Marines at the 
Washington, DC, barracks. Her stepfather 
was in the Marines; from the time she was 
five, he conducted room inspections while 
she stood at attention. From then on, she

says, she knew that she too would be a Ma- 
rine — as is her older brother, and, she ex- 
pects, as her two younger brothers will be. 
She doesn’t like the city, doesn’t trust most 
of the civilians around her, and will always 
be far more comfortable with the Marine 
Corps. The 18-year-old’s goal is to become 
its first female sergeant major (the highest 
ranking noncommissioned officer). 

Indeed, more of those joining the armed 
forces are also making a career of it, and 
the combination of these trends is trou- 
bling. America has inadvertently developed 
a professional military caste. “I’m con- 
cerned we're losing touch with the society 
we're supposed to serve,” says Chief War- 
rant Joe Boyer, of the Marines. 

Thomas Ricks wrote earlier this year, “It 
now appears not only possible but likely 
that the US military over the next 20 years 
will revert to a kind of garrison status, 
largely self-contained and increasingly dis- 


tinct as a separate society and subculture.” 
Reversing this trend requires understand- 
ing how the last 30 years brought us to this 
point: as society was radically shifting away 
from military values such as patriotism, 
and toward individualism and anti-authori- 
tarianism, the proportion of that society 
serving in the military dwindled to a tiny 
minority. And most conspicuous in the 
nonserving majority, of course, were soci- 
ety’s decision-makers and opinion shapers. 


COUNT US OUT 


What happened? Well, Vietnam, most 
cataclysmically. Until approximately 1963, 
military service was a rite of passage for 
many young men, including those from the 
upper classes (Kennedys) or destined for 
the upper ranks of the meritocracy (Elvis 
Presley). It was fairly rare to find a govern- 
ment leader — or sports star, or movie 
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star, or journalist, or businessman — who 
had not experienced military service. It was 
the moral thing to do, and a generational 
bond. Two-thirds of Charles Moskos’s 
Princeton class of 1956 went into the mili- 
tary after graduation. Among the Princeton 
graduates drafted or enlisting around then: 
Neil Rudenstine, now Harvard’s president; 
the New York Times’s R.W. Apple; sociolo- 
gist William Julius Wilson. 

But as the Vietnam war machine geared 
up, leaders began opening loopholes, no- 
tably educational deferments, that exempted 
the rich and educated from the obligation to 
serve. As the war’s ignoble character became 
apparent, the well-educated and well-off ra- 
tionalized evasion as moral, and service as 
stupid or wrong. Meanwhile, those without 
the education or know-how for escape, or 
those who believed it was their duty, went to 
Vietnam. The result was the politicization of 
military service, and indeed of patriotism: 
you were “with” America or against it, in the 
military or opposed to it — and most young 
elites were opposed. 

By 1973, when America officially insti- 
tuted an all-volunteer force, not serving in 
the military had clearly become the moral 
thing to do. The system now reflected that: 
instead of selecting soldiers from the popu- 
lation as a whole, we would purchase a 
proportion of our youth on the labor mar- 
ket. That, naturally, affected who served — 
and who didn’t — even more. No longer 
would the children, or youthful versions, of 
Fortune 500 executives, Ivy League profes- 
sors, senators and congressmen, and jour- 
nalists have to evade service; they could 
simply ignore it, and they did. The military 
became middle- or working-class, or just 
plain poor. And so, only a minority of the 
generation now assuming power in govern- 
ment, media, academia, and business has 
served — a circumstance that will become 
more dramatic as veterans of World War II 
and the Korean War retire or expire. 

One sign that the privileged feel no obli- 
gation to serve is the number signing up at 
Ivy League schools and similar institutions. 
In Princeton’s class of 1995, for example, 
13 graduates entered the military. It’s not 
entirely surprising: the military doesn’t both- 
er recruiting at many elite universities, and 
campus culture militates to Wall Street, law 
schools, and consulting firms, where the mi- 
lieu is familiar and the pay bountiful. The 
few who are interested in public service opt 
for programs like Teach for America or the 
Peace Corps. Nor do campuses offer many 
role models of military service, because few 
professors are veterans. 

Indeed, professors have often led the 
charge against one of the few conduits into 
the military — ROTC programs, which 
once drew significant numbers into the 
armed services. During and after Vietnam, 
many prestigious private colleges phased 
ROTC out in the face of student opposi- 
tion. In the 1970s and 1980s, ROTC made 
something of a comeback. But then came 
the fight over gays in the military, and, 
once again, ROTC programs became polit- 
ical sacrificial lambs. (Some campuses also 
barred military recruiters.) In 1991, 62 
ROTC programs were closed. That certain- 
ly wasn’t entirely due to the controversy 
over gays in the military (as tuition has 
risen, the number of scholarships the mili- 
tary can pay for has fallen) but some of it 
was. And this time, the opposition was led 
by professors — the same generation who 
had been students voicing similar opposi- 
tion during Vietnam. Where ROTC sur- 
vived, as at Princeton and Dartmouth, it 
was largely because students resisted pro- 
fessors’ opposition to the programs. 

Expelling ROTC programs from elite cam- 
puses may send a message, but it also has 
costs. For many students, the loss of ROTC 
is a lost opportunity — a ROTC scholarship 
at a Tier-1 Alpha (which is to say, expensive) 
school like Princeton can pay up to $20,000 
annually. Ivy League campuses also have 
been a wellspring for more liberal-minded 
officers over the past few decades. The mili- 
tary is an inherently conservative institution, 
made more so by the end of conscription 
(which essentially meant the end of a white 
liberal presence in the Army). 

By bringing in students from diverse 
campuses, ROTC helped mitigate that ho- 
mogeneity. “A lot of people in the military 
don’t want Harvard grads,” says Air Force 


Colonel Charles J]. Dunlap. “They want 
people from conservative schools in the 
Bible belt. They don’t want-an insider with 
a different outlook — and that’s very bad 
for a military in a democracy.” 

If more elite service would benefit the 
military, more military service would also 
benefit the elite, or at least broaden its hori- 
zons, by doing what public schools once 
did: integrating people of different socioe- 
conomic backgrounds. 

“You learn arrogance in the Ivy League,” 
says a former Army lieutenant who graduat- 
ed from Princeton and is now a graduate 
student at Harvard. “You learn humility in 
the Army, because some guy from a college 
you've never heard of knows a lot more than 
you do.” He describes working with young 
enlisted men from backwater high schools in 
Louisiana and being profoundly impressed 
by their motivation and intelligence. When he 
told them so, many said he was the first per- 
son who had ever told them they were smart. 

That few similarly privileged youths share 
his experience is troubling, because often 
they grow up to be powerful leaders. 
Georgetown University’s School of Foreign 
Service trains the elite of the foreign-policy 
establishment, and it would seem logical that 
students have some interest in the military as 
a key foreign-policy tool. Not so, as Richard 
G. Miles, a US Army Reserve captain, found 
when he enrolled at the school. “The sum 
total of [my classmates’] knowledge about 


military matters — ranging from tactics to 
tanks — came from movies and magazine 
articles,” he wrote in Newsweek. 


The Princeton-educated former Army 
lieutenant says he joined the military partly 
because he was interested in a career in 
politics or diplomacy. “I thought it would 
be inappropriate to strive for a position 
where I would be directing the military 
without having been directed myself.” 

This is an uncommon perspective among 
aspiring political leaders these days. 

Veterans make up almost 60 percent of 
men in the Senate but only 36 percent of 
the House (and a fifth of the freshman 
class). Only 20 percent of Senate-con- 
firmed Clinton appointees are veterans, and 
only four percent of the White House staff 
(a fact that, understandably, has aroused 
the ire of vets who wonder why the admin- 
istration looks like America in every cate- 
gory except military service). And consider 
the roster of possible presidential candi- 
dates who avoided active military service: 
Clinton, Gramm, Quayle, Cheney, Forbes, 
Kemp, Gingrich. Says one Army officer: “If 
Clinton tells an 18-year-old to go fight, he 
expects him to go whether or not he thinks 
it’s a good idea. Yet he didn’t think Viet- 
nam was a good idea, he didn’t want to 
serve, and he didn’t. I’m not saying he 
didn’t make a morally responsible choice. 
But given what he does [command the 
armed forces], it’s a problematic choice.” 
The same applies to all those with similar 
pasts who want his job. And it explains why 
Dole kept running on his war record: he 
knew it resonated with the generation for 
whom service was a moral obligation. 

Civilian leaders not serving in the mili- 
tary presents not simply a moral, but also a 
pragmatic, problem. For a civilian to com- 
mand the military, he must have the mili- 
tary’s respect. To earn the military’s re- 
spect, he must understand military culture. 
Fewer and fewer civilian leaders do. 

Thus, the Clinton Administration has 
been marked by a litany of real and per- 
ceived slights and faux pas. Officers mutter 
about how Clinton salutes sloppily, and 
with a shamefaced demeanor. They have 
not forgotten the White House staffer who 
allegedly told General Barry McCaffrey, “I 
don’t talk to people in the military.” They 
have not forgiven the administration for 
making gays in the military its number-one 
priority. They ridicule Clinton’s attempt 
(under the Soldiers and Sailors Relief Act 
of 1940) to use the president’s role as com- 
mander-in-chief to delay Paula Jones’s suit. 

It is obviously important to have some 
government leaders who haven't served, 
who have a skeptical attitude toward, not a 
vested interest in, the military. But it is also 
crucial to have people in the White House 
and Congress who understand the institu- 
tion, who know, as Dwight Eisenhower 
did, what questions to ask, and who have 
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the credibility to get answers. That’s all the 
more true because at least some of the 
leaders who avoided service sometimes 
seem less skeptical about the military than 
guilt-ridden about their own past. 

“Thirty years later, now elected to posi- 
tions of prominence, those who evaded 
service now truckle and fawn to demon- 
strate the depth of their regard for men in 
uniform,” writes Andrew J. Bacevich, a 
professor at Johns Hopkins’s School of 
Advanced International Studies. 

Thus we have Bill Clinton, who some- 
how manages to piss off and kiss up to the 
military simultaneously. Eager to curry the 
military’s approval, or fearful of incurring 
its wrath, Clinton has shied away from re- 
sponsibly downsizing the military-industri- 
al complex. Instead, there’s hairy-chest 
beating, as the administration boasts about 
the size of its defense budget (which, of 
course, has less to do with military readi- 
ness than making smart decisions about 
how to spend the money). And, as the Wall 
Street Journal recently noted, Clinton just 
can’t say no to Veterans Affairs Secretary 
(and war hero) Jesse Brown, whose budget 
keeps increasing even as his department’s 
hospital system is vastly underutilized. 

The irony is that even as we fail to recog- 
nize the brains behind the military, we imbue 
it with all sorts of other superhuman quali- 
ties, romanticizing what we don’t really un- 
derstand. The national hysteria over Colin 
Powell was akin to the second coming of 
Christ; somehow, we projected his ability to 
lick Saddam Hussein onto bad schools, 
drugs, and the economy. Clinton boasted 
during the first presidential debate that he 
had “appointed a four-star general as drug 
czar .. . the most heavily decorated soldier in 
uniform when he retired,” as if the correla- 
tion between a successful military career and 
the ability to deter drug use is perfectly clear. 

This rosy, hazy view of the competent 
modern military encourages civilians to ex- 
pand the military’s purview into peace- 
keeping, drug interdiction, humanitarian 
intervention, riot control, disaster relief — 


even chauffeuring Olympic athletes. And it 
is an inclination compounded by the fact 
that we now have a 1.5-million-person mil- 
itary with no Cold War and no clear mis- 
sion. A belief in the omnipotent military 
sends more soldiers into harm’s way; it 
also accords the military a potentially dan- 
gerous level of political power. 


Who gives the order to kill, and who ex- 
ecutes it, isn’t just a wartime dilemma. Any 
democratic society that wants to ensure its 
preservation grapples with the same deci- 
sion — or ought to — on a daily basis, es- 
pecially when the military is under civilian 
command. I’m certainly not in a position to 
condemn those who haven’t served in the 


tary affairs; and requiring undergraduates 
to study military history and culture. 
Another attractive option is national ser- 
vice. But since we can’t afford a service 
program for all young Americans, perhaps 
there should be a national-service lottery: 
if your number comes up, you can do mili- 
tary service (if you meet the military’s

The combination of a powerful and self- 
righteous military and a naive and guilt- 
ridden civilian leadership isn’t a good one. 
A military is crucial to a democracy but is 
not itself democratic, and we don’t want a 
society in its image. What we want are 
civilians who understand and respect what 
the military is and what it does, and who 
share the burden of public service it in- 
creasingly shoulders alone. 


John Keegan’s masterpiece of military 
history, The Face of Battle, contains a 
striking scene from the Battle of Waterloo. 
The British are defending a chateau against 
a fierce French onslaught when a British 
officer, Captain Wyndham, spots a French 
grenadier clambering over the gate. Wynd- 
ham has a weapon in his hand, but rather 
than shooting the interloper himself, ac- 
cording to an eyewitness report, he “in- 
stantly desired Sergeant Graham, whose 
musket he was holding while the latter was 
bringing forward another piece of timber, 
to drop the wood, take his firelock and 
shoot the intruder.” 

The blood would be on the sergeant’s 
hands, which was exactly Keegan’s point: 
the officer class had begun to find killing in 
battle distasteful and therefore were dele- 
gating the dirty work. 

Waterloo is now battlefield lore, but this 
story has its modern correlations. 


military; I didn’t rush off to a recruiting of- 
fice after college. But I think if we are go- 
ing to ask others to do what we ourselves 
are unwilling to, we should consider the 
implications of an all-volunteer military. 
It’s harder to do that when the military is 
an isolated abstraction. 

The obvious solution is to resurrect the 
draft. That remains a noble ideal, but an 
increasingly impractical one. 

The military today is much too small to 
sustain the numbers universal conscription 
would draw. Much of its operation also re- 
quires a technological sophistication that 
draftees would have difficulty acquiring in 
a year or two. There is less of a place for 
conscripts in an increasingly professional- 
ized military. A draft, remember, might not 
just draw in the elite; it could also pressure 
the military to accept those it now prides 
itself on weeding out. 

So how do we stem the alienation that is 
growing between civilians — especially elite 
civilians — and soldiers, and recover the 
mixing of classes, the building of character, 
and the community sustenance that univer- 
sal military service once provided? Various 
educational measures could improve rela- 
tions — for instance, requiring military of- 
ficers to attend civilian graduate schools 
and civilian decision-makers to spend time 
at military academies; preserving or restor- 
ing ROTC on campuses, both to provide 
access to the military and because its mere 
presence can educate students about mili- 


standards); or, as in Germany, you can 
opt for civilian service. Those going into 
the military will, of course, be putting 
more on the line, and their compensation 
should reflect that. 

Such a program could draw a wider 
range of people into the armed services, in- 
cluding at least a few more children of the 
powerful and privileged. A lottery would 
also provide the military with more short- 
termers and fewer lifers, which would 
mean a healthy injection of skepticism and 
self-criticism by those whose careers 
wouldn’t be on the line. For those serving, 
it could renew a national sense of obliga- 
tion, an understanding that rights require 
sacrifice. It would impose discipline on its 
participants and demand responsibility. 
And it would throw together young Ameri- 
cans of every stripe. 

National service is popular among ne- 
oliberals, but what surprised me was how 
many military people | talked to proposed 
it — indeed, how many were passionate 
about it. Their enthusiasm stems, in part, 
from a desire to make those who volunteer 
for military service feel less alone in shoul- 
dering the burdens of citizenship. But it 
also attests to their belief in duty, honor, 
and country — and their understanding 
that paying tribute to those words has little 
to do with wearing a uniform. ®

For those who favor chant, 
World Music is bringing back 
the Throat Singers of Tuva, or 
Huun Huur Tu, as_ they're 
known back in Tuva. Using a 
vocal technique called khédmei, 
each of the four Throat Singers 
produces two or three notes at a 
time. They accompany them- 
selves with an array of exotic 
Tuvan stringed instruments, 
including the fiddle-like igil and 
a jaw harp called the khomus. 
They'll perform at Sanders 
Theatre on March 2. If you like 
the Throat Singers, you might 
also want to consider checking 
out the Boston premiere of a 
Japanese Buddhist chant group 
from the Tendai Sect on May 18 
at Sanders Theatre. They will 
chant sacred texts in a program 
that will also feature the Shomyo 
dance troupe anda 10-member 
musical ensemble.

Carver 


As editor of Rollerderby magazine, Lisa Carver has published 
pictures of her readers’ private parts, divulged intimate 
details about her sex life, and discussed subjects like mastur- 
bation and her favorite lingerie catalogues. But she’s also 
taken great care to portray herself as the kind of nice young 
lady who crosses her legs when she sits and uses perfect table 
manners at mealtime. 

It’s Carver’s uncanny ability to explore the seediest of situa- 
tions with an endearing cheerfulness, and her refreshing lack of 
cynicism, that’s distinguished Rollerderby, with its circulation of 
10,000, as one of the more noteworthy products of the 90s 
‘zine underground. Through her platform at Rollerderby, 
Carver's become the alternative nation’s Emily Post, able to pen 
the liner notes for a Sonic Youth reissue and chastise her peers 
for poor etiquette with equal aplomb. Her new book, Dancing 
Queen: A Lusty Look at the American Dream, which she'll be 
signing next Saturday at Borders in Boston, continues in the 
same tradition, compiling her best Rollerderby essays with new 
writings that tap into unexpected veins of American culture. 

Dancing Queen features gushing tributes to K-Mart shop- 
ping, Lawrence Welk television, and Dolly Parton feminism. 
Certainly there’s a hint of playful irony in the choice of top- 
ics, but it’s offset by a strong measure of uninhibited enthusi- 
asm: Carver's simply in love with anything loud or crude or 
glamorous, with anyone possessing glitter, gluttony, or deca- 
dence. 

“Glamour is not for the lazy or the satisfied,” she writes in 
one of the book’s essays. “It’s for the obsessed, the unnatural- 
ly ambitious, the ones too bossy to listen 
when nature tells them what to be. My kind 
of people!” 

Carver grew up in Dover, an asphalt blem- 
ish in the green sprawl of New Hampshire. 
“Nothing happens here,” she reflects on the 
phone from Dover, where she’s now resettled 
with her son Wolfgang. “Children beat up on 
other children. Poor kids with lots of energy. 
I never participated in that because | was a 
wimpy intellectual, but all my friends were 
beating each other up.” 

Carver left Dover for California when 
she was 17, entertaining herself in the fol- 
lowing years by touring and recording with 
the band Suckdog, in which she often per- 
formed in the nude while flagellating audi- 
ence members. She quit music, settled 
down for a time with industrial musician 
Boyd Rice, and used domestic life as an 
inspiration for her Rollerderby essays, even 
going so far as to publish a manifesto that 
came across as a maternal scolding of her 
generation’s slacker cynicism. Her instruc- 
tions to members of what she dubbed 
“Generation L” included the advice “Get up 
early,” a moratorium on using the “Valley 
girl/stoner accent, even as a joke,” and an 
insistence that people get where they’re 





going on time. 

The piece got Carver the attention of the mainstream 
media and earned her a place as one of Utne Reader's “100 
Visionaries Who Could Change Your Life,” alongside Bill 
Moyers and Vaclav Havel. It also brought her a contract 
with Henry Holt, which is releasing her next book as well, a 
compilation of her adolescent diary entries — yet another 
installment of Lisa’s cheery commentary on the state of 
American crassness.

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Mirror shades 


Nan Goldin takes Boston to the Whitney 


BY GARY SUSMAN “I'll Be Your Mirror” is an apt title for the first | 


in-depth retrospective of Nan Goldin’s 25-year career as a 
photographer. It invokes the Velvet Underground, who offered 
compassionate aural snapshots of the marginal downtown types whom 
Goldin photographs so lovingly and honestly. And it suggests the 
obliteration of the traditional distinction between photographer and 


subject, a characteristic of 
Goldin’s empathetic eye. 

Whether you visit this show at 
New York City’s Whitney 
Museum of American Art or 
study the handsome accompany- 
ing book, you will also find reso- 
nances in the New England set- 
tings of some of the most dramat- 
ic photographs. Goldin’s earliest 
work recovers a lost and mostly 
forgotten era: the furtive, tenta- 
tive blossoming of a gay club 
scene in Boston in the 1970s that, 
for all its seaminess and trashy 
kitsch, seems more innocent (in 
Goldin’s eye) than today. A 
decade and a half-later, Goldin 
would take refuge in Boston once 
again, and her vision would alter 
profoundly as a result. The show 
is curated by the Whitney’s 
Elizabeth Sussman, who first 
encountered Goldin’s work when 
she was a curator at Boston’s 
Institute of Contemporary Art, 
where Goldin’s works enjoyed 
their initial museum showing in 
1985. 

Goldin first came to the Boston 
area as a teenager in the late 
1960s, fleeing a Washington 
(DC) family destroyed by the sui- 
cide of her older sister. (Her par- 
ents later moved to Swampscott, 
and there are several lively pic- 
tures of them, shot in their house 
over the last 20 years.) She began 
to create an alternate family at 
what she calls in the exhibition 
notes “a hippie school,” the Satya 
Community School in Lincoln. 
With one of the school’s cameras, 
she began to find her way as a 
photographer; the result is the 
exhibition’s massive collage of 
never-before-seen — black-and- 
white snapshots of Goldin and 
her friends trying on new identi- 
ties. 

For many of her subjects, who 
can be seen again and again on 
the walls in photographs taken 
over the next 25 years, self-rein- 
vention has been a _ lifelong 
process. This is especially true of 
the drag queens and transsexuals 
who are the subjects of Goldin’s 
earliest formal photographs, 
somber black-and-white prints 
whose aesthetic of shabby fabu- 
lousness is a direct outgrowth of 
the school snapshots (as well as 
underground movies like Jack 
Smith’s Flaming *Creatures and 
Andy Warhol’s Trash). The idea 
seems to have been to give herself 
and her friends the icily glam- 
orous treatment of fashion pho- 
tography, but the result is more 
profound, celebrating her sub- 
jects’ strange, daring beauty and 
their utter ordinariness. Goldin 
makes irrelevant the contrast 
between the way her subjects 
would like to be seen and the way 
others are likely to see them, but 
without imposing moral judg- 
ment. (See, for example, “Ivy and 
Marilyn,” a shot of a drag queen 
seated below Warhol’s famous

Monroe portrait, as if begging for 
comparison with Marilyn’s glam- 
our, myth, and artifice.) The pic- 
tures are claustrophobic with 
detail, centering their subjects in 
the swirling contexts of messy 
apartments or chaotic clubs. 
Goldin took many of these pic- 
tures in the Beacon Hill walk-ups 
she and her friends lived in, or in 
drag clubs like the Other Side 
(which lent its apt name to a 1993 
Goldin picture book). She 
enrolled at the School of the 
Museum of Fine Arts, where she 
learned how to manipulate artifi- 
cial light and began taking pic- 
tures in lurid, saturated color. 
The neon reds and greens in even 
her outdoor shots — gay lovers 
lounging in Provincetown, drag 


queens casually picnicking (as in 
Manet’s famously outrageous 
painting) along the Esplanade — 
look gloriously tacky and artifi- 
cial. A classic from this period is 
Bruce Bleaching His Eyebrows, 
which shows a Cambridge friend 
in a torn blue bathrobe sitting on 
his bed in a busy, grubby room, 
eyebrows covered with white 
foam, a smile on his face. It would 


be a pathetic and sordid shot if 


not for that smile, with its 
promise that Bruce will look 
supremely elegant later. 

Goldin moved to the Bowery in 
New York, subcultural ground 
zero in the late ’70s. (The famous 
— Jim Jarmusch, Warhol, Keith 
Haring, David Wojnarowicz — 
begin to show up in her portraits,

looking just as ordinary/fabulous 
as everyone else.) She began her 
landmark work, an ever-evolving 
slide show called The Ballad of 
Sexual Dependency. The title 
comes from Kurt Weill, and the 
800 or so slides are accompanied 
by snatches of music from Weill, 
the Velvets (“I'll Be Your Mirror,” 
of course), Maria Callas, James 
Brown, Screaming Jay Hawkins, 
Dionne Warwick, and other pur- 
veyors of romantic longing and 
agony. It works as an encapsula- 
tion of the whole exhibition, a 
diary of the lives of Goldin’s ad 
hoc family. 

Goldin’s complicity with her 
subjects is astonishing. She cap- 
tures them looking unselfcon- 
scious in seemingly the most pri- 
vate of moments: sitting on the 
toilet, masturbating, having sex, 
fighting, sobbing. Neither: does 
her unflinching eye spare Goldin 
herself; an addenda to Sexual 
Dependency is a brief slide show 
of self-portraits called All By 
Myself, the centerpiece of which 
is a series of shots of her in emo- 
tional and physical anguish after 
being beaten by a boyfriend. 

In 1988, Goldin underwent 
drug and alcohol rehab at 
McLean Hospital in Belmont. She 
had to learn not only to live again, 
but to photograph again. A heart- 
breaking series of photos taken 
during her recovery begins with 
three shaky, bleak shots of the 
hospital grounds that one can’t 
help but read as_ psychological 
self-portraits. "These give way to 
austere pictures of her ascetic 
hospital room, and finally to 
bright outdoor landscapes. She 
seemed to discover natural day- 
light for the first time; the newly 
uncluttered style, the fondness for

landscapes, and the depiction of a 
life through the objects in an 
empty room have marked her 
work ever since. 

This last characteristic has been 
most evident in her artistic 
response to the ravages of AIDS 
upon hér community. For some 
friends, empty rooms are all that 
is left to tell their story. The per- 
formance artist Cookie Mueller, 
on the other hand, is shown in a 
portfolio that traces her decline 
from full health to her open cas- 
ket. As always, Goldin was using 
her camera to keep her friends 
alive, and indeed, these pictures 
allow Cookie to live — and die — 
again. 

Goldin’s most recent photos, 
taken this year, are more formally 
composed and less spontaneous 
than her earlier work, but no less 
lively. (There’s a wonderful shot 
of her mother caught in mid 
laugh.) A blurry landscape featur- 
ing a moving train seems a joking 
yet contemplative echo of the 
Belmont pictures. Other series of 
recent years, including one on the 
drag queens of Europe and Asia 
and one on lover Siobhan Liddell 
in Provincetown, are carefully and 
self-consciously posed yet still 
vivacious and sensual. 

The bold, explicit, often homo- 
erotic nature of Goldin’s subject 
matter has led her to be lumped in 
with other “transgressive” pho- 
tographers like Robert 
Mapplethorpe, Sally Mann, and 
Larry Clark. But even her most 
recent work avoids the cold for- 
malism of some of her peers, 
thanks to her overwhelming 
empathy for her subjects. 
Goldin’s collected work is brutal- 
ly candid, but it’s also a loving 
family album. &

The suppressed passion of butoh and Bali 
BY MARCIA B. SIEGEL it’s hard to 


imagine two more contrasting performance 
forms than Japanese butoh and the traditional 
music and dance of Bali. They were shown in 
mind-expanding succession here: dancers 


from Denpasar, currently in residence at Holy 


Cross, appeared with Gamelan 
Galak Tika at MIT’s Kresge 
Auditorium on November 16; 
and the butoh company Sankai 
Juku presented Yuragi last week- 
end at the Wang Center. 

Once you step outside the con- 
ventions of ballet and modern 
dance, you gain a brand new 
range of expressive choices. Both 
the Balinese and the Japanese 
performers made spectacle out of 
suppressed passion, of keeping 
emotions inside rather than pour- 
ing them out. This matter of 
“expressiveness” is a keystone of 
Western theater. We judge a 
singer, actor, or dancer by how 
truly he or she performs the feel- 
ings associated with a role. The 
postmodern dancers of the *60s 
attacked that whole tradition 
when they adopted a neutral per- 
forming attitude blank faces, 
relaxed bodies, no emotive indul- 
gence. 

Around the same time, the con- 
temporary dance form known as 
butoh was being developed in 
Japan, but instead of the plain, 
pedestrian. stances of the 
American postmoderns, butoh 
dancers generate high intensity 
and flamboyant displays. They’ve 
gone through rigorous training to 
concentrate sensation and emo- 
tion on the inside. They might 
learn to infuse every part of their 
body with the quality of a rock, 
for instance, but not look like a 
rock at all. Through the tension 
this generates, they hope to tran- 
scend the source and rise into the 
essence of the thing. The stage 
event can be complicated, violent, 
beautiful, but what the viewer 
experiences is much less namable 
than the “He loves, she loves” or 
“I’m so happy” affect of ballet. 

Butoh performances usually 
feature very slow motion, bodies 
covered with powdery white 
make-up that erases individual 
distinctions, and meticulously 
chosen though not necessarily 
matching designs, costumes, and 
music. Butoh can be bizarre, nos- 
talgic, flashy, shocking, even vis- 
ceral, depending on the artists’ 
sensibilities. Sankai Juku, under 
director Ushio Amagatsu, favors 
the softer, meditative side. Yuragi, 
a piece in seven scenes, with a 
handsome, minimalist score by 
Yas-Kaz and Yoichiro Yoshikawa, 
is a dreamy evocation of elemen- 
tal and impersonal nature, subti- 
tled “In a Space of Perpetual 
Motion.” 

The space, designed by 
Amagatsu, was a black void in 
which large plastic discs rose and 
fell, casting subtle reflections into 
the dark. It was a landscape as 
artificial as a planet on Star Trek, 
and through it glided Amagatsu 
and four other androidal figures, 
all smooth and sightless and near- 





y inert. The only token of the nat- 


tral world was the two live rabbits 
who nestled high above the space 








in pods, calmly keeping a vigil 
over the scene below. Yet, nature 
images kept occurring to me: 
watery associations, images of 
flight, of embryos, even some- 
times images of dancers I’ve seen. 

Amagatsu’s is a dance if still- 
ness and of thought, if something 
nonhuman can think. In the last 
of several solos, he simply went 
from one side of the stage to the 
other, but it was an eventful jour- 
ney. Wearing a_ floor-length 
brownish-pinkish long-sleeved 
sheath, he first seemed to be 
preparing himself, crooking his 
body into jutting shapes. He 
touched himself, observing him- 
self intently. He started across, 
very slowly lunging and bending 
over his legs so his hands were 
parallel to the floor. 

He has terrifically articulate 
hands and arms. When he ges- 
tured, he carved almost visible 
grooves in the space. He seemed 
to throw handfuls of something, 
seemed to be lifting something 
very heavy above his_ head, 
seemed to grow wings. When he 
got to the other side, he undulat- 
ed his whole body in a series of 
wriggly shifts. The powdery 
make-up had by this time worn 
thin, but still, a fine vapor haloed 
his most vigorous moves and 
drifted out over the discs. 

Later he returned, his lower 
body draped in white like the 
other androids, who had been slid 
in, curled on their sides with their 
backs to the audience. | thought 
of bodies in a morgue, and cryo- 
genic specimens awaiting resusci- 
tation. Death and eternal life. 
While they rolled onto their 
backs, sat up, made gestures that 
seemed very literal but weren't, 
Amagatsu scurried on tiptoe 
through the discscape. As he 
brushed by the discs, they swayed 
slightly so that he seemed to be 
running through a_ rippling 
stream. He opened his mouth and 
screamed silently, then became 
still. The androids slept. 


IN BUTOH, nothing looks quite 
like what's real or familiar to us. 
Its strangeness, so beautifully 
crafted in this work, prevents any 
automatic response, instead 
throwing open the information 
banks stored in our brains. 
Nothing looks realistic in Balinese 
dance either, and the sound of the 
gamelan is unearthly. But instead 
of letting your mind root around 
among forgotten images, Bali 
performance rivets you in the pre- 
sent with its scintillating surprises 
and many-layered ornamentation. 
It may be all emotion, but emo- 
tion strictly contained in form. 
The “stage” of a Balinese per- 
formance is completely untheatri- 
cal. In fact, its indigenous setting 
is an outdoor space — a temple 
courtyard, a village gathering 
place, or an open-air pavilion — 
and performances on Western

visceral, depending on the artists’ sensibilities, but it’s always high-intensity. 


theaters try to negate or at least 
ignore the proscenium’s presup- 
positions. When you enter the 
auditorium, you see the instru- 
ments of the gamelan ranged 
before you: low metallophones 
and tuned bowls in wooden 
stands, a couple of long drums, 
and the big bronze gongs sus- 
pended from a bamboo trestle. 
Everything is decorated, carved, 
burnished. Festive umbrellas are 
probably the only real scenery; 
there may be a curtain at the back 
to provide an entranceway for the 
dancers. 

The performers enter, seating 
themselves behind their instru- 
ments, or kneeling before an 
offering of beautifully arranged 
fruit and flowers. A priest or des- 
ignated performer says prayers 
and sprinkles holy water on all the 
performers and their instruments. 
Then the performance can begin. 

The music starts modestly, a 
tentative tune pings out, almost as 
if it had just come into the head of 
the player. But with a flourish of 
his mallet and a surge of power a 
lead musician brings in the whole 
ensemble (Gamelan Galak Tika 
has 24 members) with a tremen- 
dous clang that reverberates 
immediately into a _ driving 
rhythm. The first piece shows off 
the orchestra, with special riffs for 
each group of instruments. Then 
there’s a welcoming dance by 
women, who toss flower petals 
out to the audience. None of 
these events is insignificant, but 


| 


they only herald the main events. 

At MIT, the featured dancers 
came from one family, that of | 
Nyoman Cerita, a  topeng 
(masked) dancer who teaches at 
the Indonesian Academy of the 
Arts in Denpasar, and his wife, Ni 
Made Seri. Their son, I Kadek 
Puriartha, danced the baris, a piv- 
otal form whose heroic steps and 
posturings shadow the actions of 
many characters in Balinese 
dance drama. The dance is a test 
for a young performer as much as 
a seasoned one, and the Balinese 
are particularly fond of child per- 
formers. To see a 10-year-old rear 
up and glare fiercely around, 
wheel explosively and freeze as he 
pinpoints his target, brazenly 
pluck up the edge of his jacket to 
display a poised leg, is to see a 
litany of bravado. 

The Ceritas’ daughter, 14- 
year-old Ni Putu Wulantari, 
danced a kebyar, a relatively mod- 
ern invention that features very 
rapid and flirtatious moments. It’s 
usually danced by a young man 
with an androgynous quality, so it 
suited the girl as well. 

Topeng is an art of characteri- 
zation; the great topeng dancers 
can play all the roles in epic sto- 
ries. | Nyoman Cerita undertook 
two of them: Topeng Keras, a 
swaggering, crafty courtier; and 
Topeng Tua, an old king who 
reminisces about his past victo- 
ries. As the latter piece began, the 
character was seated on a bench, 
nodding, barely awake. The 


gamelan roused him, and he 
struggled to rise. Shaky at first, 
he got stronger, and, perhaps ina 
false return of youth, began to 
strut and preen and step in the 
familiar baris patterns. The ener- 
gy failed him soon, though; an 
arm weakened and dangled from 
the shoulder socket; he swayed 
and lost his balance, had to lean 
on one of the instrument cases. 
Out of breath, he fanned himself 
with the edge of his costume, 
finally subsiding to his bench 


again. 
These gestures, like those of all 
great mimes, come _ from 


moments observed in real life. In 
topeng they’re not ritualized and 
frozen; rather, translated into the 
character’s age, class, body con- 
dition, they become a sort of 
repertoire that the dancer draws 
on as he and the gamelan interact. 
Although the conventions are tra- 
ditional, each performance is 
spontaneous. 

One of the many appealing 
things about Balinese culture is 
that it can be simultaneously tra- 
ditional and inventive. The pro- 
gram at Kresge didn’t offer too 
many departures from conven- 
tion, but Gamelan Galak Tika’s 
audio cassette, Intergalactic 
Gamelan, features a dazzling 
contemporary piece by director 
Evan Ziporyn that insinuates 
electric guitars, bass keyboard, 
and growling rock beat into the 
unexpectedly accommodating 
sonorities of the gamelan. #

STAR TREK: FIRST CONTACT 


The first Trek film to send the Next Generation crew out on their own deliv- 
ers on its promise to be an action-adventure movie, with less grandstanding 
and more gutspilling. Screenwriters Brannon Braga and Ronald D. Moore 
have brought back the Borg, that beehive collective determined to assimilate 
the rest of the galaxy, so there’s no want of phaser fodder. This time out, the 
Borg are looking to time-travel back to 21st-century Montana and prevent 
Zefrem Cochrane (he appeared in the original-series episode 
“Metamorphosis”) from developing warp drive; that way, they figure, Earth 
will be easy pickings for the collective’s future invasion. Naturally the 
Enterprise has to go back and stop them. 

It sounds promising, but what with Captain Picard (Patrick Stewart) and 
to a lesser extent Data (Brent Spiner) dominating the action, there’s hot 
much room for the ensemble playing that made the Next Generation TV 
series so successful. Riker (Jonathan Frakes, who also directed) and Geordi 
(LeVar Burton) wind up babysitting Cochrane (Babe’s James Cromwell), 
whose bootstrap operation (it won’t remind you of Houston) is the object of 
broad humor; Crusher (Gates McFadden) and Troi (Marina Sirtis, hilarious 
in her blotto scene) get little more than cameos. Alfre Woodard’s Lily has 
basically one histrionic scene with Picard; Alice Krige’s Borg Queen does 
better with her seduction of Data, but you could hardly call her a character. 

That leaves Picard making like Ahab after Moby Dick (isn’t it a little late 
for our captain to be wreaking vengeance on the Borg?) and action scenes 
that graft Next Generation onto The Rock. The tenebral lighting and Frakes’s 
adept cutting create suspense and a sense of doom, but did we need anoth- 
er movie where the hero says to his sidekick, “Cover me, Data”? Even the 
in-joke one-liners are painfully obvious: the holographic Doctor (Robert 
Picardo from Voyager) retorting, “I’m a doctor, not a doorstop!”; Lily mus- 
ing, “The Borg? Sounds Swedish.” (Credit, though, to the screenwriters for 
having Picard, asked whether the Federation will build him another 
Enterprise, reply, “Why not? There are plenty of letters left in the alphabet!”) 

Overall, I preferred “Time’s Arrow,” the Next Generation fifth-season- 
ending two-parter (with everyone traveling back to 1890s San Francisco) on 
which this is based; it had more thought and more suspense, if less action. 
Then again, I liked long stretches of Generations, so you may want to get a 
second opinion. This is a better-than-average entry in the series, and it’s a 
lot better than most of what hits the screens’ these days. It just doesn’t bold- 
ly go where Star Trek hasn’t gone before. At the Cheri, the Fresh Pond, and 
the Circle and in the suburbs.

101 DALMATIANS 


Who would have thought the live-action 101 Dalmatians, written and pro- 
duced by John (Home Alone) Hughes and directed by Stephen Herek (who 
last brought us the sappy yawner Mr. Holland’s Opus), would be so enjoy- 
able? Well, give these two a timeless tale, Glenn Close as the wicked, fur-lov- 
ing Cruella DeVil, and a slew of adorable animals, and they’ll do all right. 
Yes, there’s Hughes, who nowadays can’t make a movie without pratfalls that 
would make Larry, Curly, and Moe turn in their graves. Yes, there were more 
than a few moments when I expected Herek to have Jeff Daniels start singing 
and signing, “Beautiful Dog.” And Daniels as Pongo’s owner, Roger (now a 
video-game designer), at times mysteriously still thinks he’s in Dumb and 
Dumber. But, hey, I’m just looking for things to complain about. The film is 
a faithful, updated retelling of the animated classic. Joely Richardson is a 
sweet but strong leading lady; Joan Plowright is sufficiently grandmotherly 
as her nanny; and if Close freaked the shit out of you in Fatal Attraction, now 
she'll do it again for your kids. At the Copley Place, the Fresh Pond, and the 
Chestnut Hill and in the suburbs.

NOTES FROM UNDERGROUND 


The intimately detailed self-loathing, despair, and sado-masochistic solipsism 
of the nameless anti-hero of Dostoyevsky’s novella is oddly refreshing in this 
era of feel-good superficiality. Canadian filmmaker Gary Walkow’s updating 
features Henry Czerny in the title role, and the wry, tormented self-deprecia- 
tion of Czerny’s dark, hawkish features and his canny irony make the charac- 
terization both profoundly annoying and deeply hilarious. Not that Czerny’s 
Underground Man isn’t an asshole —- a mean, officious clerk who glowers in 
a basement apartment, he crashes the party of a more successful classmate he 
envies and despises, takes his wrath out on the whore Lisa (an affecting Sheryl 
Lee), and, shamming contrition, invites her to live the rest of her life with him. 
“Love for me is tyranny,” he concludes. Directed by Walkow with the utmost 
respect but Dostoyevskian subversiveness (“No Russian authors were killed or 
injured in the making of this movie,” he claims in the closing credits), it’s a 
bleak but very funny experience. At the Coolidge Comer.

’ Marcello Mastroianni is, among other people, Mateo Strano, a traveling 
salesman whose wife Maria (Marisa Paredes) is resigned to his long 
absences. One day, he steps out to buy a pack of cigarettes and never 
returns. He has, in fact, on impulse rented a neighboring flat; 20 years pass 
before he emerges and jauntily engages Maria’s new husband in sharing 
drinks in the same café he went to for the cigarettes. 

This episode is based loosely on a Nathaniel Hawthorne story —- but 
Strano is living at least three more lives. He’s also Professor Vickers, a well- 
to-do lecturer on “negative anthropology” who decides to chuck it all and 
become a beggar. This idle bliss is disrupted by the beautiful hooker Tania 
(Anna Galiena), who also is living another life as the owner of a corporation 
stalked by her sinister, stammering ex-husband (Jaques Pellier). And in 
another tale borrowed from Hawthorne, Strano is a mysterious butler in a 
mansion bequeathed to a penurious young couple (Chiara Mastroianni and 
Arielle Dombasle) by a mysterious benefactor. 

Deftly resolved in the final tale about high-rolling businessman Luc 
Allamand, Three Lives is about the surge of abandoning all and embracing 
liberty, and the inevitable cost. Although not as visually flamboyant as Ruiz’s 
other works, it should get him the audience he deserves. At the Kendall 
Square and the West Newton.

Vox popull 
The Greek people go for Pretty Village 


Not since the squabbles in 1978 about the | 
xenophobic Vietnam politics of The Deer | 
Hunter has there been such disputation 


about the ideology of a war 
movie. Filmgoers and critics 
across Europe are arguing 
about Pretty Village, Pretty 
Flame, Serbian director Srdjan 
Dragojevic’s dizzying, Platoon- 
like dispatch from deep in the 
Bosnian war zone. For some 
scenes, Dragojevic situated his 
gung-ho militarist characters in 
front of actual villages being 
burned and destroyed. 


For the first time in a 
Belgrade-made film, 
Dragojevic shows Serbian 
atrocities; he even has his 


macho soldiers bragging about 
firing villages and raping 
Muslim women. This bad stuff 
is counterpointed with actual 
Serbian nationalist propagan- 
da, which blames everything 
violent on the Croats and 
Muslims. But Dragojevic’s 
Muslims are bloodthirsty war- 
riors too — and that may 
explain why Pretty Village has 
been denounced by many who 
read (misread?) the movie as 
nationalist Serbian hype. 

The film was rejected out- 
right by the Venice Film 
Festival in September — called 
“fascist cinema.” Recently | 
became embroiled first-hand in 
the debate when I served as a 
member of the International 
Film Critics (FIPRESCI) jury 
at the 37th Thessaloniki Film 
Festival in northern Greece. 
Pretty Village was entered, and 
my critics’ jury, and also the 
Official International Jury, had 
to decide whether to award it 
prizes. 


When my five-person jury 
deliberated, the critics from 
Turkey and Romania 
announced that they could not 
in conscience give an award to 
a Serbian nationalist film, 
though they conceded that 
Pretty Village was very enter- 
| taining and skillfully made. | 
| tried to change their minds, 
| arguing at length © that 
| Dragojevic’s movie was (a) by 
| far the best in the competition 
| and (b) in fact anti-nationalist 
| and anti-war. To no avail: 
Pretty Village lost 3-2 (a Greek 
critic sided with me) to, in my 
view, a leaden French feature, 
Still Waters Run Deep. 

Our decision was revealed at 
a nationally televised ceremony, 
the Greek equivalent of the 
Academy Awards. There was 
only a dribble of applause for 
our French winner; the gath- 
| ered either hadn’t seen it or 
| hadn’t liked it. The Inter- 
national Jury announced four 
prizes, bypassing Pretty Village 
for obviously inferior movies. 
Thus both juries had snubbed 
Pretty Village for political rea- 
| sons. (One juror had screamed 
“Fascism!” during a Pretty 
Village screening and then 
| ostentatiously stormed out.) 








ALBANIA CALLING AMERICA: is Hollywood ready for 
Kujtim Cashku? 
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Who liked Pretty Village? 
The Greek people, that’s who: 
on informal ballots, they gave it 
an astounding 4.72 average on 
a scale of 5, so that it captured 
Thessaloniki’s Audience 
Award. Dragojevic came to the 
stage and, to great applause, 
announced, “I make films for 
people, not critics.” Much 
pissed off, he glared out at the 
crowd, sending daggers and 
bad vibes to creepy-crawly jury 
members. 

Pretty Village should play in 
the USA in 1997. Meanwhile, 
Dragojevic has signed with 
the William Morris Agency, 
which sent him to LA for 
meetings with eager studio 
heads. Hollywooders couldn’t 
care less about the filmmak- 
er’s Bosnian politics; they 
sense a Tarantino/Oliver 
Stone-like talent in this 33- 
year-old, a sensibility that can 
connect with hip, youthful 
audiences. 

And if a Serbian, why not a 
studio-based Albanian? 

Thessaloniki offered one of 
the first chances to see a movie 
by Albania’s most important 
director, Kujtim Cashku. Born 
in 1959, he managed eight 
films, though they barely 
screened, during the 
Orwellian-and-beyond dicta- 
torship of Enver Hoxha. With 
Hoxha’s death and the arrival 
of Albania’s semi-democracy, 
Cashku has fashioned a movie 
that means something person- 
al: the 1995 Colonel Bunker, 
about Muro Neto, who was 
charged in the 1970s with 
Hoxha’s most bizarre building 


program. 
“We were told _ that 
Americans were invading 


Albania,” Cashku explained to 
me. “So 300,000 bunkers 
were built. Each family had 
one: instead of houses, roads, 
education, we had bunkers, a 
unique case of totalitarianism 
in the world.” But Cashku had 
been lucky enough to study 
filmmaking in Romania before 
Hoxha cut off Albania from 
the world, in 1978. “For 
years, there was total isola- 
tion. The only films in our 
theaters were Chinese ones. 
My films were historical, an 
escape from the regime 
through allegory.” 

Cashku learned about other 
movies by tuning in to 
Yugoslavian and Italian TV. “I 
prepared a special antenna on 
my terrace, but the govern- 
ment would interfere by 
putting in waves. That’s how | 
first saw Clockwork Orange, 
with the lines and waves of the 
Albanian regime!” 

A humorous Thessaloniki 
footnote: British film critic 
Phillip Kemp told of being 
denied auto insurance because, 
the agent said, “you're in one 
of the most dangerous profes- 
sions, like being an oil rigger.” 

“Dangerous?”, Kent asked. 
“I’m either in front of a movie 
screen or in front of my com- 
puter.”

Puritan passion 





Phyllis Nagy has her way with The Scarlet Letter 


BY CAROLYN CLAY There is nothing muted | 
about Phyllis Nagy’s Scarlet Letter. It doesn’t turn 


Nathaniel Hawthorne’s dour 1850 novel into a sex 


romp for naked, nubile Puritans a la 
Demi Moore. But Nagy does turn up 
the heat, throwing in bits of The 
Exorcist, not to mention The Crucible, 
and Wuthering Heights. The theater 
piece is earthy yet dreamlike, trailing 
clods of metaphor and flirting with 
hysteria both sexual and otherwise. 
It’s interesting and affecting, if over- 
obvious. And in this rendition at least, 
it goes over the top with gusto and 
commitment. 

In many respects, the play does not 
so much depart from the novel as put 
a 20th-century slant on it that is, para- 
doxically, both feminist and romantic. 
Neither 19th-century nor Puritan 
morality is a big concern here, with 
scarlet-letter wearer Hester Prynne 
and unindicted coadulterer Arthur 
Dimmesdale, who in the novel cannot 
hope to be united even in heaven, 
reaching toward each other in the final 
fade like Heathcliff and Cathy. Other 
than that, the most radical gloss ‘on 
Hawthorne (and a rather effective 
change) is that, when Hester reveals to 
Dimmesdale that his evilly ministering 
physician, Roger Chillingworth, is her 
missing husband, he replies, quite 
poignantly, that he has always known 
as much. In the novel, he is angry that 
Hester has kept the secret from him; 
here poor Dimmesdale, albeit weak 
and whiny, has in a sense directed not 
only his inner but his outer torment. 

Nagy’s adaptation is narrated — a 
la Dancing at Lughnasa — by a 
grown-up Pearl, the fruit of the sin of 
Hester and the Reverend Dimmesdale; 
the adult actress also plays the seven- 
year-old “elf child” of the novel and 
even stands wailing on the scaffold 
with her mother as the infant Pearl. N. 
Rose Liberace tries to invoke the 
woman’s empowerment, the child’s 


seerlike perversity. But it’s hard to 
avoid some cuteness and the appear- 
ance of Hawthorne’s symbol child as a 
brat savant. The simmering sexuality 
that

Dimmesdale, as well as between 
Hester and Dimmesdale, is an auda- 
cious touch though. 

At the New Rep, director Rick 
Lombardo and cast dive gamely into 
Nagy’s tangle of repressed sex and 
symbolism. For the most part, the fault 
of the’ production is that it compounds 
the faults of the script, which walks an 
uneasy line between potent allegory 
and lurid melodrama. The atmospher- 
ic sound design includes subtle noises 
of the natural world and cracking 
thunder. In Janie Fleigel’s crowded 
setting, the wooden rudiments of 
Puritan Boston are skewed atop a 
stageful of dirt — in which element 
the increasingly overwrought 
Dimmesdale grovels, trying “to get to 
the root.” A criss-cross of poles stands 
in for the much-invoked Woods — “a 
vast place filled only with the threat of 
the unseen” where Pearl cavorts, the 
devil beckons, and Hester and 
Dimmesdale are briefly, sweetly 
reunited seven years after their affair. 

It is a problem that “the dense New 
England psyche” cannot function suc- 
cessfully as a character in a chamber 
theater production, as it does in the 





novel. Apart from Hester, Dimmes- 
dale, Chillingworth, and Pearl, the 
dramatis personae include a pompous, 
bewigged Governor Bellingham; his 
sister Mistress Hibbins, here a cack- 
ling, cleavage-waggling temptress as 
witch; and jailer Brackett, a kindly 
Everyman who, in addition to his jail- 
er duties, finds the fragmenting 
Dimmesdale’s glove on the scaffold 
the morning after the minister’s here- 
quite-surreal midnight vigil there with 
Hester and Pearl. 

Among the performers, Dee Nelson 
is near-perfect as Hester, capturing 
the heroine’s smug defiance as well as 
her radiant dignity. The way she 
stands up to Richafd McElvain’s 
Chillingworth while appearing to sub- 
mit to him, whether he’s administering 
primitive acupuncture or making her 
eat dirt, aptly bespeaks Nagy’s Hester 
as guerrilla feminist. And in the 
reunion scene Nelson is both ravish- 
ingly romantic and refreshingly blunt, 
correctly castigating her lover as 
“maudlin” even as she releases her 
long-pent-up passion in a series of 
short, exquisitely stabbing sobs. 

Dimmesdale’s is a tougher part, 
especially as envisioned by Nagy. Not 
only is he a hypocrite and a wimp, but 
as a lover he’s hopeless. (When Hester 
whispers “Take me,” he _ asks, 
“Where?”) Stephen Benson lurches, 
flails, hyperventilates, and hallucinates 
his way from scaffold to hell and back. 
Yet for a man whose hand is perpetual- 
ly over his heart, he sure lets the pesky 
organ get away from him. McElvain’s 
Chillingworth is craftier and actually 
compelling in his humiliation of Hester. 
But he’s sometimes jarringly funny, and 
he looks like Grizzly Adams. 

Incoming artistic director Lom- 
bardo believes, as he demonstrates 
here, in a heightened theater that goes 
for metaphor and broke. He has gath- 
ered a credible cast, chosen a provoca- 
tive playwright, and produced a 
Scarlet Letter with a few cracks of 
thunder that aren’t on the soundtrack. 
But except for Nelson, it’s too meélo- 
dramatic for its Puritan roots and the 
New Rep playing space. The letter 
Lombardo needs to affix to his chest is 
“M,” for modulation. &

Meet New Rep artistic 
director Rick Lombardo 


This is a red-letter week for Rick Lombardo. 
Appointed last spring as artistic director of the New 
Repertory Theatre, he took the reins in July. But 
only now does he unveil the first production that he 
himself not only selected but directs. And that pro- 
duction is The Scarlet Letter. Not, as they say in the 
Olds ads, your father’s Scarlet Letter, replete with 
Custom House and Cliffs Notes, but expatriate 
American and Royal Court Theatre artist-in-resi- 
dence Phyllis Nagy’s metaphorical, feminism-singed 
adaptation, in its area debut. 

“For me as a director,” says Lombardo, “I wanted 
to do it for my first production at the New Rep 
because Nagy’s theatrical world is stylized. She 
uses a level of metaphor and symbol and height- 
ened theatrical language that | find fits in with my 
aesthetic of theater. | wanted my first piece here to 
be something where | would be able to share with 
my new audience something of what my aesthetic 
is.” So meet Rick Lombardo, not a Neil Simon man. 

Lombardo does, like Simon, hail from somewhere 
near Brighton Beach. He is a New Yorker who, after 
doing his undergraduate work at Georgetown, earned 
a Master of Fine Arts degree in directing from Boston 
University’s School of the Arts, in 1984. He subse- 
quently taught at the Fordham University College at 
Lincoln Center and founded the Stillwaters Theatre 
Company, an itinerant but Equity-affiliated Off Off 
Broadway company. Then he went to Oz — well, 
Canton, Ohio, where for four years he was artistic 
director of the Players Guild. He was looking, he says, 
for “a place where as an artist I'd have the opportunity 
to form a relationship with a community. In New York | 
never felt that.” And yes, he suffered some culture 
shock, there being little “teeming city life” in the Middle 
West. But, says Lombardo, “I’m a golfer.” And Canton, 
apparently, is rich in golf courses. 

Nonetheless, when co-founder Larry Lane decid- 
ed to step down as artistic director of the New Rep, 
Lombardo threw his beret into the ring. He was cho- 
sen from more than 150 applicants to become the 
troupe’s second leader. So he packed his clubs and 
came back East. “! wanted a situation where | 
would be able to work with the finest actors and 
where there was an organization that | felt had a 
very strong possibility of growth.” 

The New Rep is one of the area’s Equity-affiliated 
small theaters, with a subscribership of 3600 and a 
solid artistic reputation. “In its 11 short years,” says 
Lombardo, “the company has grown exponentially, 
because of its strong relationship to the community. 
| saw that as a strength and as the basis for possi- 
bly leading the company into a second stage of 
growth. | felt that Boston was a large enough city to 
support another midsize institution. One of my goals 
is for this company to become a more prominent 
presence in Greater Boston and serve a need for 
perhaps a certain kind of literature — new plays 
and actor-centered work, where the work of the 
ensemble and the work of the actor is premier, as 
well as the voice of the playwright.” 

Indeed, one of the things that attracted Lombardo 
to Nagy's adaptation of The Scarlet Letter — which 
was commissioned by the Denver Center Theatre 
Company and produced in New York in 1994 — is 
its call for “very dangerous acting. In terms of my 
aesthetic, this is also something that | wanted to 
share with my audience right off the bat. | like plays 
that require actors to dig deep down into dark, emo- 

tional places where we don't usually go, in a revela- 
tory way. And the actors are wonderful, because 
they're searching for the danger, discomfort, and 
tension as much asl am. | think it’s potentially very, 
very powerful theater.” 

In addition to The Scarlet Letter, Lombardo will 
direct two other plays at New Rep this season: David 
Mamet's American Buffalo and the East Coast pre- 
miere of The Big Slam by Bill Corbett, a satire of the 
self-help-guru movement that was named the best 
new play of last year by the Minneapolis Star 
Tribune. Lombardo figures that “the best way to get 
to know my audience is to put my vision forward and 
get a response.” Don’t plan on running him out of 
town, though, if you don’t like your Hawthome hallu- 
cinatory. “This is my future,” the new artistic director 
says firmly. “This is my home.”

Meet the men behind Beck and the Beasties

Morphine’s Mark Sandman went out to LA to 
sit in on a remixing session for two songs from 


his band’s

ing tracks for a song to create a 
groovier version of the original 
tune. But the maverick team 
assigned to the Morphine mis- 
sion have never been ones to fol- 
low standard procedures. And as 
John King and Mike Simpson, 
a/k/a the Dust Brothers (the 
guys who produced Beck’s latest 
DGC release, Odelay), tell it, 
Sandman became a willing par- 
ticipant in a process that went 
well beyond simply remixing two 
songs. 

“That was an interesting situa- 
tion,” explains Simpson, who’s 
also the latest addition to the 
A&R staff at Dreamworks and is 
credited with bringing the eels on 
board the new mega-label. “It was 
supposed to be a remix, but Mark 
was here, so we basically started 
from scratch and retracked the 
songs. Working with Mark actu- 
ally turned out to be a lot like a 
full production project. He played 
some additional tracks and we did 
our thing. Our best work comes 
out of that sort of collaborative 
environment, and more of what

We're clearly in a new era of the ascendance of the record producer. Studio wizards like the Dust 
_ Brothers and Dr. Dre are seen not merely as studio administrators or tech heads — mediums for an 
"artist's vision — - but as co-auteurs. Rappers show up in a studio with words; producers supply the

Paul’s Boutique. 

The duo got their start more 
than a decade ago when they 
began collaborating on a free- 
form hip-hop radio show at 
Pomona College. They graduated 
from goofing around to hitmak- 
ing as house producers for 
Delicious Vinyl in the late ’80s, 
tailoring their aesthetic to help 
create platinum artists like Tone 
Loc and Young MC. The Dust 
Brothers wrote the music using 
their vast library of samples, 
someone threw a rap on top, and 





everybody involved collected a 
paycheck. But King and Simpson 
were putting aside their more 
extreme tracks — the ones that 
“didn’t have room for a rap” — 
for a solo disc. 

As Simpson tells it, “When we 
first started making records, we 
were basically in the Delicious 
Vinyl studio for two full years, 
just creating tracks. We never 
knew who the tracks were going 
to be for. Tone Loc would come 
in and try a vocal on something, 
and if it didn’t work we’d erase it.

And then Young MC would try a 
vocal, and if that didn’t work, 
then Def Jeff would try a vocal. 
Some of the tracks we'd put 
together were just so crazy and 
had so much stuff going on in 
them that we figured there was no 
more room for a rap on them. So 
we put those aside for a Dust 
Brothers album.” 

That album never happened 
because the Beastie Boys, in the 
wake of their Licensed to Ill con- 
quest, wanted those tracks. So, 
working with the raw ingredients 
of what might have been a Dust 
Brothers solo disc, the Beasties, 
King, and Simpson created Paul’s 
Boutique, an extraordinary, chal- 
lenging, adventurous disc that 
pushed sampling technology to a 
new extreme. Critics praised it, 
other artists admired it, and only 
a fraction of the four million fans 
who had pumped their fists to 
Licensed to Ill bought it. In other 
words, though it’s since gone 
platinum, Paul’s Boutique was a 
big commercial letdown. 

“In retrospect,” Simpson 
reflects, “Paul’s Boutique made it 
okay for people to start doing a 
lot of fucked-up shit on their 
records. And it was so well 
received in the artistic community 
that it didn’t matter quite so much 
how it did commercially.” 

Adds King, “It was ahead of its 
time. Back then other producers 
and engineers would just look at 
us like, ‘What the fuck are you 
doing?’ And all we were doing 
was using a combination of our 
own techniques, which we had 
dreamed up, combined with our 
main influence, hip-hop DJ pro- 
duction.” 

Actually, what the Dust Broth- 
ers were doing was redefining the 
limits of a new technology. As 
Simpson explains, “Sampling and 
sequencing was very new, and it 
had only recently become afford- 
able for people at our level. We 
used those machines in ways that 
nobody had ever used them 
before. It’s fairly technical, but we 
had a sampler that was capable of 
putting out one or two samples at 
a time. So we'd load it with a sam- 
ple, loop the sample, and then 
print it to tape. Then we'd load 
another sample, loop it, and print 
it to tape in synch with the other 
sample. We'd keep doing that until 
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we had 24 tracks filled with these 
loops that ran the entire length of 
the song. Then we'd sit down at 
the mixing board and arrange the 
song using the mute buttons on 
each track to turn on and off dif- 
ferent loops as we went along. 
People were used to seeing songs 
recorded on tape the way the song 
sounded. With our songs, if you 
turned on all the tracks and lis- 
tened back to the tape, all you’d 
hear was a total mess. So the song 
would really come together in the 
muting of the various tracks.” 
What Simpson describes is 
more or less a method of using a 
studio mixing console as if it were 
a sampling keyboard. It certainly 
accounts for the abrupt, cut-and- 
paste feel of Paul’s Boutique. And 
it helped open the 
door on a new con-

But with the rock/ 
rap crossover kings 
the Beastie Boys in 
their corner, the 
Dust Brothers were 
in a unique position 
to spread an aes- 
thetic beyond hip- 
hop that embodied 
something more 
than just a new 
technology. There 
was an ironic humor 
stitched into the lin- 
ing of Paul’s Bou- 
tique, with its array 
of samples from 
blaxploitation 
movies and the clas- 
sic rock canon 
(Sweet’s “Ballroom Blitz” is one 
of the disc’s more salient salutes 
to ’70s pop culture). And that 
brand of retro-futurism also 
proved to be ahead of its time, 
predating by several years the 
emergence of Urge Overkill’s 
polyester leisure suits, nouveau- 
cocktail chic, the Kiss and Abba 
revivals, and alternative rock’s 
tendency to toy sardonically with 
the conventions of classic rock. 

“I don’t know that many people 
put out albums that are jokes to 
them,” offers King. “But to me 
and Mike and to the Beastie Boys, 
those tracks were funny when we 
made them. We also think they’re 
cool. But there’s humor in every 
song; it’s got both humor and 
emotion.” 

The Dust Brothers have kept 
themselves amused since Paul’s 
Boutique in a studio they built in 
the Silver Lake region of LA. 
They’ve taken on various projects, 
including an ill-fated solo album 
by former Motley Criie singer 
Vince Neil in 1994. (“We figured 
that if the guy wanted to use some 
of our tracks, then he must be 
pretty adventurous,” explains 
Simpson. King admits that the 
eight months they spent working 
with Neil was. “more like babysit- 
ting” than producing an album.) 
But it wasn’t until earlier this 
year, when King and Simpson 
teamed up with Beck, that they 
found an artist with whom they 
could foster the kind of songwrit- 
ing/production partnership 
they’d had with the Beastie Boys. 

“We're only as good as the 
artists we work with,” says 
Simpson. “I mean, we worked

idea.” 

The result has been 
heralded by some as 
the long-awaited 
sequel not to Beck’s 
Mellow Gold, but to 
Paul’s Boutique. 
Although King and 
Simpson emphasize 
that Odelay is, in 
their words, “defi- 
nitely a Beck rec- 
ord,” it’s hard to 
miss the parallels 
between it and 
Paul’s _—_ Boutique. 
The technology at 
the Dust Brothers’ 
disposal has certain- 
ly come a long way 
in the past seven 
years, and King and 
Simpson have been 
honing the method 
to their madness, 
but there’s an infec- 
tious chaos and 
rough-hewn feel to 
their work that’s remained con- 
stant. 

“We could make very precise 
records,” admits Simpson, “but 
that would kind of defeat the pur- 
pose. The looseness makes it 
more digestible. It’s not as intim- 
idating that way. A big problem in 
music is that a lot of bands have 
this attitude like ‘Behold our 
music.’ They sort of alienate the 
listener by being so tight. Then 
you get a band that’s being loose 
and having fun, and it allows the 
audience to have fun too.” 

Now that the times have finally 
caught up with the Dust Brothers 
aesthetic, King and Simpson have 
expanded their operations to 
include a independent record label, 
Nickel Bag. Its first release, 
Contacto Espacial con el Tercer 
Sexo, is the debut of an LA outfit 
named Sukia, who specialize in a 
bizarre, sci-fi strain of electronic 
exotica. There are also finally plans 
in the works for a long-awaited 
Dust Brothers album, if the in- 
demand King and Simpson, who 
recently turned down an opportu- 
nity to work with Ozzy Osbourne, 
can ever manage to clear enough 
time for it. 

“It’s hard,” admits Simpson, 
“because we keep getting all these 
great opportunities to work on 
great projects. But we have a huge 
library of unreleased material that 
will become the Dust Brothers 
record. We’ve already talked to 
Beck about doing a song and to 
Lou Barlow about doing a song. 
So | would guess that 1997 is 
going to be the year that we actu- 
ally wrap up that chapter of the 
Dust Brothers saga.” #

American music lovers have never heard of |

“superstar” Tricky, but if those millions 
include you, then you’ve probably wandered 


into this section of 


Stateside, Tricky hasn't con- 
quered the sales charts or the air- 
waves (and his Paradise show last 
year drew only a_ middling 
crowd), but in the music press on 
both sides of the Atlantic he has 
been showered with as much 
adulation as any new artist in the 
last two years. His brand new 
album, Pre-Millennium Tension 
(Island), will doubtless turn up 
the glare of the rock critic's spot- 
light. On this side of the Atlantic, 
at least, you're sure to read its 
praises everywhere and hear it 
played nowhere. 

Such a huge disparity between 
critical and commercial success is 
rarely seen these days, when 
“alternative music” has become so 
accepted by the mainstream that 
no one can use the term without 
ironic quotation marks. The obvi- 
ous explanation for Tricky’s failure 
to breach these shores is the same 
one that suggests why his music is 
such a critical smash: like British 
sensations Gang of Four or Joy 
Division or even the young David 
Bowie, his art is ahead of its time. 
His rejection by America’s notori- 
ously conservative music market 
only proves the point. 

That explanation certainly 
would suit the artiste’s brazen 
egotism, but it doesn’t tell the 
whole story. In an attempt to have 
his fame and sneer at it too, 
Tricky has worked uncommonly 
hard over the past few years to 
maintain the fragile contradic- 
tions of a perfornier who seeks to 
win a huge audience while contin- 
uously challenging its limits. For 
starters, there’s his oft-repeated 
dislike of the label “trip-hop.” 
The term was coined in the early 
90s to characterize the sound of 
various groups based in and 
around the western city of Bristol, 
like Portishead and Tricky’s first 
crew, Massive Attack. In varying 
proportions, all these acts blended 
hip-hop, reggae, and cabaret-style 
Euro-rock for the most commer- 
cially viable and stylistically imag- 
inative concoction ever to come 
out of the shifty subgenre that 
critic Robert Christgau has 
labeled “post-dance.” 

For Tricky, though, trip-hop 
was just a thin blueprint for 
something far darker. In the win- 
ter of 1994-'95, his solo debut, 
Maxinquaye (Island), revealed his 
full-blown vision: a post-dance 
album for post-apocalyptic 
England, one that traded soulful 
melancholy for alienation and 
claustrophobia. His sabotage of 
trip-hop came from all directions. 
Sometimes he inserted discordant 
sound effects under the style’s 
smooth synth washes; elsewhere 
his delirious, half-mumbled raps 
mirrored the aggression of 
American hip-hop without imitat- 
ing it. Most important, he intro- 
duced his great vocal foil and 
sometime lover, Martine, a 20- 
year-old beauty whose thin, untu-

tored voice was essential for the 
cold bite of his casually cruel 
lyrics (the most quoted: “I fuck 
you in the ass just for a laugh”). 
The music was so subtly balanced 
it needed no getting used to — it 
was instantly compelling on the 
very first spin of the record — yet 
it wasn’t quite like anything you’d 
ever heard before. Shuffle the 
album in your CD carousel, or 
choose a favorite track for a party 
tape, and its subtle ferocity could 
make every other recording 
around it sound crude and blun- 
dering, like a hopelessly dated 
oldie. 

Maxinquaye landed on almost 
everyone’s 1995 Top 10 list (mine 
included), but it was just the 
beginning of Tricky’s manic 
ambition. In the scant year and a 
half since then, this scrawny 
scowler has produced, written 
and/or remixed songs for numer- 
ous admiring peers from Elvis 
Costello to Garbage, and he’s 
released two collaborative side 
projects on his own brand-new 
label, Durban Productions: a full- 
length CD with famous friends 
like Bjérk and Neneh Cherry 
modestly titled Nearly God 
(released in conjunction with 
Island), and a five-song EP with 
budding New York rappers and 
R&B singers called Tricky 
Presents Grassroots (released with 
dance labels Payday and ffrr). 
Pre-Millennium Tension caps 
these projects, fulfilling a phase of 
his career that is as far from 
Maxinquaye as that album was 
from Massive Attack. 

The hosannas have already 
been sung for the heavier of the 
two side projects, the throbbing, 
discordant, wandering Nearly 
God. By stripping Tricky’s sound 
to bare essentials and then strip- 
ping it some more, the disc has 
been hailed for making “the bulk 
of Maxinquaye sound as non- 
threatening and comfortable as 
elevator music” (SPIN) and tak- 
ing “the spirit of Maxinquaye to a 
new level of brilliantly splintered 
funk” (Details). Pre-Millennium 
Tension is slightly fuller and more 
focused — it can make much of 
Nearly God sound like the 
impromptu jam session it surely 
was — but it doggedly follows the 
same narrow path onto a barren 
ledge of clinical depression. 
Supported by his now ex-lover 
Martina (besides having borne 
their daughter over the interim, 
she seems to have traded her final 
“e” foran “a”), Tricky once again 
raps and murmurs about betrayal, 
failed love, egotism, and anomie 
in a set of caustic raps, sinister

drones, and ghostly dirges. But 
instead of being fully developed 
riffs, many of the songs are built 
on two- or three-note ostinatos 
that reduce the groove to an insis- 
tent pulse; instead of lush synth 
textures, there are odd samples 
that grate like warped recordings 
of an Arabic wedding ceremony. 
Tricky laid out other mechanics of 
the album in an interview with 
Detour magazine: “I! stripped it 
down, let the drums do a lot of 
the work. Instead of melodies, 
like on Maxinquaye, a lot of 
vocals are just da-da-da-da-da... 
That’s why I kind of see it as 
more punk rock.” 

And that’s where the problems 
start. Although a few cuts are every 
bit as captivating as anything from 
Maxinquaye, a lot are just more 
bitter, not better. Earphoned crit- 
ics may proclaim Tricky’s harder 
edge another Great Leap Forward, 
but I bet most average American 
music lovers would just shrug off 
his arid, taxing experiments as 
another example of post-dance 
detritus. In a way, this failure helps 
explain what was so good about 
Maxinquaye. Truth to tell, any no- 
talent misanthrope can make 
albums that remind you of life’s 
empty, ugly side (RIP: G.G. Allin). 
Tricky’s real trickiness lay in the 
way he smoothly alternated his 
nightmarish vision with blissfully 
lush and organic grooves. Without 
ever resorting to rote schlock or 





gratuitous shock, this self-pro- 
fessed hemp addict made anomie 
and despair feel as deeply satisfy- 
ing as a smooth, solid buzz. The 
secret wasn’t so much that Tricky 
was “ahead of his time,” as if there 
were some great hidden rock-and- 
roll teleology waiting to be uncov- 
ered, as the way he embodied the 
full range of contradictions inher- 
ent in a musical style from a par- 
ticular time and place. 

You could see in all this the posi- 
tion of another “ahead-of-his- 
time” British sensation, John 
Lydon. One of the many little rev- 
elations I had at the Sex Pistols’ 
reunion tour last summer was the 
thought that Lydon — the creator 
of the history-bashing Johnny 
Rotten — was once an Irish kid 
growing up ina very hostile part of 
London at the height of the 
Troubles. That fact was brought 
home by his farewell cry of “Good 
Night, Paddytown!” — probably 
the moment I'll remember best in 
the whole show. Tricky’s sizable 
achievements are due in part to 
some unfathomable genius, but, 
like Lydon’s, they’re due in part to 
a history he couldn’t control. After 
the suicide of his mother and the 
flight of his father, Tricky was 
raised by various relations who 


lived in a neighborhood full of 


“Irish youth carrying knives and 
shotguns.” Although he was con- 
stantly threatened by racist thugs, 
in time that “white ghetto” became 


as much a part of him as his black 
skin. When he befriended the DJs 
and MCs who would later become 
Massive Attack, he did so as a 
lover of both hip-hop and the 
Specials, both Bob Marley and 
David Bowie. Many of the other 
trip-hop pioneers had similar bi- 
racial roots. Few experienced the 
inherent contradictions so sharply. 

As ever in America, it’s Tricky’s 
genes as much as his genius that 
make his music an impossible 
sale. He simply doesn’t fit into the 
segregated categories so 
entrenched in the American music 
industry. And race is only the 
beginning of Tricky’s radical 
blending and bending of styles 
and identities. At his best, he also 
slips around issues of class and 
gender, pleasure and disaffection, 
love and power. By stepping fur- 
ther from the trip-hop context of 
Maxinquaye, he’s really just step- 
ping away from the complex con- 
tradictions that are at the root of 
his arresting talent. It’s no sur- 
prise that the music that works 
best on Pre-Millennium Tension 
appears when he grafts his post- 
dance anomie to other established 
styles, like the staccato rock-and- 
roll guitar of the opening three 
cuts, or the pseudo-jungle groove 
of “Sex Drive.” Both his failures 
and his successes prove he’s not 
nearly as close to God as he 
would like to believe. Then again,

DJ Spooky patrols the virtual dance city 
BY JON GARELICK Beyond the sweet soul 


thump of house music, the gangsta boasts of 
hip-hop, and the rapid-fire beat mixing of 
techno, there’s “illbient” —- perhaps the 
ultimate destination of DJ-written music. But 
don’t expect to whip yourself into a dance 


frenzy when illbient’s foremost 
proponent, Dj Spooky, drops in 
at the Middle East next. Thursday 
to mix with like-minded alterna- 
folks Ben Neill, Edsel, 
Chainsuck, and Willie Wisley. 

Spooky’s stuff is not dance 
music. In fact, a full five minutes 
pass on his Necropolis: The 
Dialogic Project (Knitting Factory 
Works) before you hear anything 
you could begin to call a beat. 
Vocals aré minimal: snippets of 
sampled chant or rap, plus spo- 
ken word. Rhythmic patterns 
come from spare bass beats or, 
more likely, the echoing click- 
and-rattle of subway tracks. 
Occasional synth or piano motifs 
offer the only clues to a melodic 
marrative. If Brian Eno’s original 
formulation of ambient was a 
warm, soothing, aural bath, an 
électronic pastoral on Tiger 
Mountain, then Spooky’s world is 
an ill fix on an urban dreamscape 
somewhere between the Lower 
East Side and Brooklyn. 

“IIlbient was trying to put a 
New York take on_ things,” 
Spooky explains over the phone 
from New York. “New York is 
accelerated; it’s dense, there’s 
noise, there’s pollution: it’s a 
media-saturated urban landscape. 
Ambient, to me, has this notion of 
withdrawal. To me, a lot of the 
ambient stuff — it almost comes 
off as musical Soma. | distinguish 
what we're doing from Eno 
specifically because of that urban 
content. It’s not a withdrawal 
from the urban landscape, it’s an 
immersion in it.” 

Spooky is known for his theo- 
retical spins as much as his DJ 
mixes. He spins and organizes 
latter-day multimedia semi- 
improvisational “happenings” at 
places like the Knitting Factory 
and the Kitchen and spaces like 
the House of Ouch and the 
Anchorage in the Williamsburg 
Bridge. But he’s also Paul D. 
Miller, a 26-year-former French 
and philosophy major who writes 
for publications like Paper and the 
Village Voice and is working on 
two books: Flow My Blood the D] 
Said (“A theory exploration of the 
linkages between semiotic theory, 
electro-modernity, and urban 
youth culture”) and And Now a 
Message from Our Sponsors (“a 
sci-fi narrative of a DJ who 
becomes involved in a_ war 
between genetics and technolo- 
gy”). Miller annotates his own 
albums, alluding to everyone from 
Gertrude Stein and Walter 
Benjamin to Sun Ra_ and 
Grandmaster Flash. Of course, as 
hip as the illbient scene in New 
York has beconte, Spooky has his 
detractors. He got one sharp blast 
of backlash in a recent New York 
Press. And ag one New York 
music industry insider and club- 
goer told me, “Paul’s a writer, so 
he sometimes plays what he 
thinks people should hear rather 














than what sounds good.” 

Yet Miller has strong club- 
scene roots, and his music sug- 
gests a life lived in real time, and 
in an idealistic vision of urban 
culture. “In the conventional club 
scene, there was always this kind 
of hierarchy — people getting let 
in the door with ropes, and if you 
weren't dressed right you were 
turned away. I came out of DC, 
which had a punk scene in the late 
"80s that was really about pulling 
together people and building 
bridges between different musical

styles.” After getting his degree at 
Bowdoin College in Maine, Miller 
moved to New York and found his 
calling. “I was trying to figure out 
ways of having this kind of theory 
stuff move into the concrete and 
the realm of real life.” 
Meanwhile, the illbient scene 
was brewing. “Our scene grew up 
in the East Village, mainly 
because it was word-of-mouth 
and it was idealistic. We felt bad 
even charging people money at 
the door. And then it blew up 
from there. We realized that a lot 
of kids from the different scenes 
weren't into just hearing a rock 
band or just hearing hip-hop; it 
was cool that you could have a lot 
of different stuff going on at the 
same time, moving through dif- 
ferent spaces. So we tried to get 
rid of the barriers between stuff.” 
It’s paradoxical that a techno- 
logically advanced, urbane ‘music 
should be as rooted in communi- 
ty as, say, Cajun fiddle music in 
Eunice, Louisiana. “I say this 
over and over again,” Miller 
insists. “To me, electronic music 
is, in a way, the folk music of the 
21st century. Instead of, say, the 
‘20s, where you had everyone 
who knew a blues riff playing a 
guitar, you now have everyone

who knows certain beats and 
things like that putting them 
together and then circulating 
them — this scene is about mix- 
ing and mix tapes. Technology is 
making the creative process 
democratic. Most people now can 
sit down with a sampler and start 
making stuff within about two 
months. And with that kind of 
competition, the music’s going to 
have to get better or the mixes will 
get weak and people won't listen 
to it. If you’re going to approach 
life as a mix, you better make sure 
it’s a good mix.” 

Other forms of electronic pop 
can claim to be more accessible, 
drawing you in mostly with their 
manipulations of dance rhythms. 
In some cases with 
Underworld, say — you give 
yourself up to the relentless tyran- 
ny of the beat. Other “chill” 
trance music is just that: lacking 
vocals, it’s beautiful, but also cool 
and icy. Spooky’s music, even on 
disc, has a surprising emotional 
warmth and weight. Most sounds 
seem to have their source in 
ancient analog technology. A 
black silence is broken only by 
vinyl-record-surface noise. Low- 
frequency tape-delay feedback 
can be manipulated to create 






pulsing rhythms or a flock of 
birds’ rising cries turning into a 
police siren’s scream. Staticky 
spoken-word tracts float in and 
out of the mix as from an over- 
heard radio. On first listen, 
Spooky albums like Necropolis, 
Songs of a Dead Dreamer, and the 
new multi-Dj compilation 
Incursions in Illbient (the latter 
two on Asphodel) can sound like 
special-effects records — or the 
logical fulfillment of John Lennon 
and Yoko Ono's “Revolution #9.” 
You could say that techno versus 
illbient is body versus mind, but 
it's more like body/conscious 
mind versus subconscious. It’s 
not for nothing that one of 
Miller's aliases is “That 
Subliminal Kid.” 

Necropolis, Miller points out, is 
the product of his remixing of 
other DJs’ mix tapes, like DJ 
SoulSlinger, Ben Neill, and Joe 
Nation. Dead Dreamer, on the 
other hand, “to me has this kind 
of underlying organic feel, but it’s 
totally digital. It’s an analog expe- 
rience rendered digitally. It was 
me playing bass on a lot of tracks 
and then sampling that because | 
almost didn’t want it to sound like 
a live thing; | wanted it to sound 
like samples, | like samples. | play 
a riff and then | sample it and 
then loop it and partition it and 
edit it in such a way that it sounds 
like it’s a sample.” But, he adds, 
“I still want it to sound kind of 
within the realm of possible 
music. | actually like the idea of 
making tracks that no live musi- 
cian could really play, because 
they're dealing with tonal harmo- 
ny and modal progression. With 
audio collage, all those kinds of 
compositional rules go out the 
window.” 

Instead, Miller moves sounds, 
noises, forward and back, dub- 
style, on a very deep imaginary 
soundstage (he’s also called him- 
self “Spatial Engineer of the 
Invisible City”). When one of his 
oscillating tones swoops from the 
foreground of the mix into the 
distant black silence that sur- 
rounds ambient. subway noise, 
radio static, and raps from a dis- 
tant car window, it’s hard to tell 
whether you’re in your own 
dream or following someone 
else’s — to paraphrase Little 
Richard: directly from his sub- 
conscious to you. That tone dis- 
appears into the blackness like an 
unarticulated thought, now lost 
forever in the mix. 

Miller himself doesn’t impose 
any narratives on his pieces. And 
he’s very open to how an audi- 
ence responds to one of his club 
performances. When I suggest 
that he’s not necessarily trying to 
get 500 people to jump up and 
down together, he responds, “I 
don’t mind that. At the same time, 
that’s just one aspect of it. The 
idea, overall, is to create an envi- 
ronment that people want to 
move into and physically become 
immersed in. You can dance in it, 
but you can also sit down, you 
can walk around, some people 
stand still. It’s definitely not about 
one pounding beat all night and 
people feeling like they're in a big 
space and they have to dance.” @

commercial potential. Sometimes I’m 
grateful | don’t have one of those 
major-label A&R jobs, or else I'd still 
be smarting from those million-dollar 
contracts I gave to Chevy Heston and 
the Bentmen, and from my attempts 
to service Scissorfight’s “Planet of 
Ass” to AOR radio. 

Sometimes, however, a band show 
up who are obviously good and obvi- 
ously sellable. And if | had one of 
those big expense accounts, I’d fling 
some money in January's direction. 
Watching the band perform before a 
packed-in crowd at Inman Square’s 
tiny Back Alley Theatre two Sundays 
ago, one could imagine their kind of 
high-volume intrigue translating to a 
larger setting. Lead singer/rhythm- 
guitarist Christine Zufferey, who 
moved here from Switzerland four 
years ago, cuts a theatrical figure on 
stage — the woman’s eyeliner bill 
must be enormous — and sings in a 
very European, cabaret-ish style.

Zufferey admires Diamanda Galas 
and PJ Harvey and likes to write when 
she’s depressed; Caglarcan figures 
he'd be in a pop band if the two had- 
n’t linked up. “I have a tendency to 
like the darker stuff, and he likes the 
lighter things, so we balance each 
other,” she says. “Her roots are in 
metal and I used to play in a hardcore 
punk band, so we’re natural antago- 
nists anyway,” Caglarcan adds. 

January’s album, See-Thru (on their 
own, unnamed label), was quietly 
released earlier this year, but it. was 
reserviced to radio and retail this 
month, with a new vinyl single, 
“Fleece”/“My Limousine,” released 
concurrently. Although it was done 
with the previous bassist and the pro- 
duction’s a bit rough, the album. is 
true enough to their live sound, even if 
the psychedelic tendencies are more 
pronounced. “Way” is the slowest and 
least catchy of their tunes, but it ben- 
efits from a slow build-up and a sitar- 
ish acoustic part. “Standstill” reminds 
me of Jefferson Airplane’s trippier 
moments, with a bit of Bob Mould 
slash guitar thrown in for good mea- 
sure. The least characteristic song on 
either release is the one they've 
become most famous for: “Oompa- 
Loompa-Doompadee-Doo” is the 
song from Willy Wonka and the 
Chocolate Factory, and 
it’s extremely goofy. 
Somebody had to cover 
it sooner or later — 
you'd think Veruca Salt 
would have got there 
first, in view of their 
Wonka- inspired 
— but it’s a ‘surprise 
coming from this rather 
serious band. “I'll admit 
I was in favor of putting 
it on the album,” 
Caglarcan says. “It’s 
gotten us some attention 
we wouldn't have gotten 
otherwise.” 

The single shows what 
they can do with a few 
production improve- 
ments — a bigger bass 
sound, a little cosmetic 
echo in the vocals. 
“Fleece” is the big three- 
minute pop tune that the 
album’s best moments 
hint at; “Limousine” 
sports a jazzier touch 
and an intriguing song 
angle: “I’m naked in my 
dreams,” goes the cho- 
rus. Implications? “A 
contrast between what 
you're supposed to be 
and what you could be,” 
says Zufferey. “I was 
thinking of a dream state 
where you can tell every- 
body what you really 
think.” Sounds like a 
good metaphor for being 
in a rock band.

Garage goth that’s worth some A&R bucks

a lot of the local music that’s struck my fancy over 
the past few years hasn’t had the most obvious 


SAFE AND SOUND. Let's face it, 
there are probably more than a few 
folks in town whose fondest rock 
dream is being served a free beer by 
Kay Hanley. They got their chance at 
the recent Safe and Sound acoustic 
benefit at T.T. the Bear’s Place, where 
the Letters to Cleo singer and Jennifer 
Trynin acted as guest bartenders 
before the music started. Hanley 
earned herself a purple heart for the 
night, during which she tended bar, 
introduced most of the acts, sang with 
Jules Verdone, danced to most of the 
other acts, and closed the night with a 
mostly-covers set with Cleos partner 
Michael Eisenstein — all one day 
after a sailing accident that got her a 
concussion and 16 stitches. 

The all-acoustic show wasn’t the 
official Safe and Sound launch party 
— that’s tentatively set for the 
Paradise next month — but it had the 
community feeling appropriate for the 
occasion. Everyone who played did 
something different from the usual, be 
it an unrecorded song or a surprise 
cover. In the latter category, the 
Gigolo Aunts did the best (and maybe 
only) cover I’ve heard of the Kinks’ 
“Waterloo Sunset,” and Fuzzy’s Chris 
Toppin dusted off Hank Williams’s 
“Your Cheatin’ Heart.” A surprising 
country feel was also evident in the 
solo set by ex-Scarcer Joyce Raskin 
— and less surprisingly so in Charlie 
Chesterman’s__case......Chesterman 
referred jokingly to a Phoenix inter- 
view from last January, where he 
admitted thinking that his “You Dirty 
Rat” — covered by Letters to Cleo on 
the compilation — was a crummy 
song. “I never said I didn’t like what 
they did with it,” he pointed out. 

Kevin Salem and Cleos were also in 
good form, but the peak, to these ears, 
was the emotional one-two punch of 
Jennifer Trynin and Jules Verdone, 
who played back-to-back. Verdone’s 
songs are getting catchier, Trynin’s 
are getting less obviously pop, and 
lately they've both favored gorgeously 
dark emotional tones. It’s enough to 
make you want to break into Q 
Division and liberate the as-yet-unre- 
leased albums both have done there.

Tupac, Snoop, Chuck D, and Ghostface 
BY FRANKLIN SOULTS Music videos are usually incidental to good 


music, but they can at least cover the emptiness of weak songs with a 
veneer of meaning. That’s certainly what has happened with Dr. Dre’s 


clunky new single, “Been There, 
Done That.” The clip shows him 
sitting in his plush office, riding 
around in his limo, and going to 
a ballroom dance in a secluded 
mansion, all while ghetto scenes 
explode in mayhem around him. 
This super-conscious identifica- 
tion with the upper crust is Dre’s 
attempt to proclaim his emanci- 
pation from dumb macho fan- 
tasies as he starts up a brand new 
label, Aftermath Records. But the 
cold ostentation seems isolated, 
empty (“lonely” would connote 
too much feeling). It all comes 
painfully close to saying some- 
thing real about the trap into 
which most successful hardcore 
rappers have fallen. 

“Been There, Done That” was 
supposed to herald the release of 
Dre’s perpetually pastponed sec- 
ond album, but that seems to have 
got postponed again. Instead, 
November has been dominated by 
a slew of other big-name releases 
that, together, delineate the

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dimensions of that rap trap. Four 
in particular have received special 
commercial and/or critical atten- 
tion. Two of these have just come 
out on Dre’s former label, Death 
Row Records: Tha Doggfather is 
the second album by Dre’s pro- 
tégé, Snoop Doggy Dogg, and 
The Don Kiluminati: The 7 Day 
Theory is a posthumous release by 
“Makaveli,” a new tag for the 
recently murdered Tupac Shakur. 
Elsewhere on the charts, Wu-Tang 
Clan member Ghostface Killah 
debuted at #2 on Billboard’s 
album chart with /J/ronman 
(Epic/Razor Sharp), and Chuck 
D, former leader of Public 
Enemy, has just released his first 
solo album, Autobiography of 
Mistachuck (Mercury). 

The only thing these four 
albums appear to have in com- 
mon is that they’re by established 
names. But if the discs range all 
over the map in terms of style, 
skill, and imagination, they’re 
alike in trying to deal with the 








contradiction of making a career 
— maybe even “maturing” — in 
relation to a style built around 
dead-end violence. At one level 
this is just an extreme version of 
the problem faced by aging mem- 
bers of rebellious youth subcul- 
tures from rockabilly to punk, but 
the dilemma is compounded to 
the nth degree by the stigmatiza- 
tion of race. At a time when 
whites are expressing an open 
hostility toward blacks that rivals 
the days of enforced segregation, 
these successful public represen- 
tations of poor black youth are 
caught in a crushing bind. How 
can they move upward and 
onward from gangbanging and 
bitch bashing when the streets are 
more alienated, angry, and des- 
perate than ever? No wonder Dre 
rolls up his tinted window as his 
limo drives through the *hood. 
Both Tupac’s “Makaveli” 
album and Snoop’s Doggfather 
are caught in that bind, and it’s a 
big reason they both flop. Yet the

one by the dead guy is the health- 
ier of the two. Tupac’s intentions 
are an indecipherable muddle, but 
Snoop’s first major artistic state- 
ment apart from Dr. Dre just 
finds him barking witlessly in the 
garage. 

Snoop Doggy Dogg was Dre’s 
greatest discovery; it’s no exag- 
geration to say that Snoop’s soft 
but nasty raps and Dre’s laid- 
back, pimp-style production com- 





bined to change the course of hip- 
hop. Doggfather, though, is just 
the latest reminder that talent 
always has its contingencies. 
Without Dre, Snoop relies on 
obvious samples of old funk hits 
and straight-out covers of classic 
raps, as well as the generic pro- 
duction work of lesser lights like 
Tha Dogg Pound’s Dat Nigga 
Daz and D] Pooh. Instead of imi-

tating Dre’s plush grooves, they 
mostly keep the tone spare and 
quiet — a sound that merely 
reflects Snoop’s rap style, thereby 
undermining it. 

Part of the problem may be that 

Snoop has simply lost interest. “I 
don’t give a fuck about no beat,” 
he says in one song intro, and I 
bet he doesn’t really give a fuck 
about no gangbanging, either. 
Although he shot his way happily 
through Dre’s multi-platinum 
The Chronic, he started pulling 
away from his guise of cold- 
blooded murderer on his follow- 
up solo debut, Doggystyle (both 
on Death Row). Now he’s posi- 
tively torn about his role, and it 
shows. “I want to be the first rap- 
per in the Rock ’n’ Roll hall of 
fame,” he says in a recent press 
release, but then he adds, “I’m 
not afraid of being a role model, 
but I’m staying real and entertain- 
ing from the hardcore perspec- 
tive.” From cut to cut, he preach- 
es peace one minute, then cele- 
brates his gangbanging exploits 
the next; the contradictions end 
up making him sound as hypo- 
critical and confused as the next 
sucka MC, 

As Makaveli, Tupac Shakur 
escapes this fate only because he 
sounds so completely taken by 
both extremes. Even if it was 
intended as a throwaway quickie, 
the Makaveli album sounds unfin- 
ished: the mix is slightly muffled, 
and the backing tracks range 
from the kind of full-fledged 
crossover productions for which 
Tupac was famous to perfunctory, 
squiggly synth beats. This one 
had the potential to return to the 
searching, doubt-ridden style of

Tupac’s next-to-last album, the 
pre-Death Row Me Against the 
World (Interscope). For all the 
self-serving self-pity, it’s amazing 
how often the style there worked. 
Tupac wasn’t an especially gifted 
rapper, as Snoop can be, but 
Snoop’s stylistic innovations have 
been imitated and absorbed, 
whereas Tupac’s impassioned 
cadences and burred delivery 
remain unique — as arresting a 
feature of his persona as his killer 
looks. Although the new album is 
marred by gangbanging trifles at 
both ends, the middle section is a 
warm testimony to what Tupac 
could have become with a little 
more luck and a lot more self- 
knowledge. “White Man’z 
World,” especially, points a way 
out of the hardcore bind: the 
exchange of hard attitude for hard 
politics. 

Of course, the hip-hop com- 
munity has already gone through 
that phase once, back in the late 
"80s. Ultimately, ghetto kids 
found the immediate symbolic 
rebellion of gangstas like Ice Cube 
and Dre far more appealing than 
the long-haul fight promised by 
political rappers like KRS-One 
and Chuck D. And these artists 
weren't up to the long-haul fight 
either, at least not with music to 
match their message — just con- 
sider Public Enemy’s last album, 
Muse Sick-N-Hour Mess Age (Def 
Jam). On Autobiography 
Mistachyck, however, Chuck D 
comes halfway back to life — 
which is to say he packs all his 
punches into the first five or six 
cuts. Instead of taking aim at the 
big, systemic evils of the day, he 
focuses these numbers at a clear- 
er, closer target: black music. 
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HALFWAY BACK TO LIFE: Chuck D condemns everybody from 
immoral, materialistic rappers to amoral, materialistic crossover. 


“Entertaining is today’s way of 
picking cotton,” raps Chuck, con- 
demning everybody from im- 
moral, materialistic rappers to 
amoral, materialistic crossover 
acts: “NO mainstream dreams... 
NO negroes with ego. NO mo’ 
shows callin’ women bitches and 
hoes . . . NO bodyguards’ gold 
teeth. NO east coast west coast 
beef.” The sermon ebbs and 
flows, building its intensity from 
cut to cut with slow R&B vamps 
and jazzy sax breaks, James 
Brown beats and old-school 
scratching. The music may be 
markedly out of date, but it’s as 
much a relief as Chuck’s hard, 
common-sense raps. 

Then comes the second half. In 
truth, Chuck found a way out of

the hardcore bind years ago, but 
that only turned him into a raging 
crank venting his spleen as the 
world passed him by. I wish he’d 
just continue to vent away, but on 
the rest of the album he tries to 
prove his relevance by trading 
raps with tired wanna-bes, exper- 
imenting with darker backing 
tracks, and trying to pretend he 
loves his “Underdog” status (as 
one new song would have it). 
Chuck D was never a gang- 
banger, but he’s as caught by the 
gangsta bind as anybody. 

In the end, the only act who’s 
learned to have his gangbanging 
and leave it too is Ghostface 
Killah (a/k/a Tony Starks). 
Ghostface is the fifth member of 
Staten Island’s 10-man Wu-Tang 





Clan to release a heavily assisted 
“solo” album since the crew’s one 
and only national release, 1993’s 
Enter the Wu-Tang (36 
Chambers) (Loud/RCA). Like the 
martial-arts societies- on which 
they model themselves, the Wu- 
Tang owe their strength to their 
impenetrable, secretive cohesion. 
For any outsider, cracking their 
code language and relationships 
with one another is like undertak- 
ing an anthropological field pro- 
ject, with all the attendant cultur- 
al discomfort. Likewise, their 
music is a buzzing mix of old 
kung fu-—movie dialogue, short 
looped samples, doomy, throb- 
bing bass, trippy raps, discordant 
jazz textures — you name it. It 
throws a net much wider than 
most hardcore — | spotted a ref- 
erence to Keanu Reeves and Grey 
Poupon, an ironic reading of a 
Sam Cooke soul classic, a sample 
from an old Al Green horn chart 
turned inside out — but what it 
pulls in always feels cramped, dis- 
eased. It’s the kind of music 
Tricky might make if he lived in 
New York, or Beck if he lived in 
Hell (same thing?). 

Yet it provides Ghostface, like 
all the Wu-Tang members, with an 
escape clause from hardcore. At 
first inspection, the raps are as 
violent as the hardest West Coast 
fare, but they’re so difficult to 
unravel, it’s often hard to know 
who gets shot or kicked or raped, 
or even to know whether these 
abuses “really” happen. The only 
nagging problem is, somewhere 
out there, they do. The Wu-Tang 
Clan are contortionists who can 
escape the hardcore trap un- 
touched and grinning. The rest of 
us should be so lucky. a

Falling under the spell of Orbital at Avalon 


BY CHARLES TAYLOR If nothing else, the Orbital show at Avalon 
last Wednesday night (November 20) was the most sartorially splendid 
There was a generous and varied selection of 


rock evening this year. 


what you’d expect at a techno 
show — layered T’s and baggy 
jeans, striped pullovers, nylon 
sports jerseys, polyester print 
shirts. But there were also some 
real standouts. Among the vinyl 
trousers parading around the 
room, | particularly admired one 
leopard-print pair, and another in 
shimmering powder blue. One 
guy in a snakeskin jumpsuit 
wound his way through the crowd 
with translucent green pixie lights 
entwined in his fingers. A girl 
with the most perfect Louise 
Brooks haircut I’ve ever seen out- 
side of Louise Brooks perched 
coolly by the bar in a silver sheath 
dress. My functional show gear 
— jeans, flannel, motorcycle 
jacket — wasn’t the only thing 
that kept reminding me I was a 
good 10 years older than the 
average audience member. 

Lest it seem I was playing 
anthropologist, let me hasten to 
add that I was there for the music. 
Orbital’s fourth album, /n Sides 


| 


(ffrr), is the one I’ve enjoyed most 
since I| started listening to techno 
earlier in the year, something | 
would’ve sworn could never hap- 
pen. But late this past spring, 
except for a handful of CDs 
(Sleater-Kinney, the Spinanes, 
Magnapop, Come), the indie rock 
dominating what I was listening 
to started to sound so insular that, 
to borrow a line from Yellow 
Submarine (the film), it was in 
danger of disappearing up its own 


existence. What sounded alive 
and expressive — and were hap- 
pily abundant — were compila- 


tions of house and acid jazz and 
trip-hop and dub. From there it 
was a short step to D.J. Krush, 
Underworld, the. Chemical 
Brothers, Orbital. The music 
could be energizing or hypnotic, 
subtly inventive or quickly 
tedious. But for the most part, it 
seemed to spring from the plea- 
sure principle that’s the main rea- 
son I listen to anything. 

The Orbital show was my first 


experience seeing any of this stuff 
live. As brothers Phil and Paul 
Hartnoll played, augmented by a 
light show and projections on the 
three screens behind them, the 
friend with me whispered, “I feel 
like I’m at a Yes concert.” | 
laughed, but I had to wonder how 
all this was different from the 
prog-rock poop | grew up despis- 
ing and had never stopped despis- 
ing. The answer, for me, is that 
Orbital’s reliance on technology 
never shortchanges the human 
connection. You don’t take the 
stage to John Barry's lush score to 
You Only Live Twice (the best 
Bond film) if you’re chilly,.and 
detached. Even the Hartnolls’ 
appearance melds the technical 
with the human. Wearing jeans 
and white T-shirts, the brothers 
strapped around their shaved 
heads bands that had one tiny 
headlight on either _ side. 
Hunkered behind the bank of 
synths and tape and drum 
machines, they looked like a pair 
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BROTHERS MUSIC: as Phil and Paul 
Hartnoll played, augmented by a light 
show, the friend with me whispered, “I feel 


like I’m at a Yes concert.” 


of aliens with glowing eyes, here 
on a mission to rock the room. 
Phil acknowledged applause by 
waving at the crowd like a kid lift- 
ing a Halloween mask to say to 
his pals, “See, it’s really me under 
here.” 

It’s not hard to hear how that 
interplay of the familiar and the 
foreign extends to the music. 
Against the rhythms and poly- 
rhythms, the Hartnolls layered 
musical threads that were alter- 
nately lyrical (you might almost 
say pastoral), ominous, seductive, 
and very hard-rocking. You could 
hear just about all of those strains 
during “The Girl with the Sun in 
Her Head.” The relentlessness of 
the rhythm is the key. Once the 
beat has taken up lodging in your 
head (and because of the devas- 


tating volume of the 
bass, which you felt in 


your bones), the 
slightest variation can 
seem revelatory or 
teasing, beckoning 
you deeper into the 
beat. Sure, it can get 
monotonous — but it 
can also carry the 
promise of transcen- 
dence that techno 
enthusiasts speak of, 
the potential to be lift- 
ed out of yourself. The 
movement on_ the 
dance floor, which 
was bathed in a blue 
light, looked simulta- 
neously furious and 
tranquil. 

The Hartnolls try to 


delineate the line 
between that tran- 
scendence and face- 
lessness. The high- 


light, for me, was “The Box,” 
which sums up Orbital’s ambiva- 
lent embrace of technology. A 
lovely four-note riff makes its way 
through a background that simply 
will not slow down to notice its 
beauty. (If speeding traffic had a 
musical sound, it would be the 
backbeat of this number.) That 
riff keeps attempting to build, to 
break free from the industrial 
rush of the background. That it 
never succeeds is the point. Its 
ability to sustain itself takes on the 
feel of a conditional triumph. 
“The Box” is Orbital’s declaration 
that Ludditism (musical or other- 
wise) won't get us very far. The 
Hartnolls seem to be telling us 
that they've seen the future 
and that whether it looks anything 
like us is in our hands. Ld

Spellbound 


Ozawa does Ravel; Zander does it all 
BY LLOYD SCHWARTZ Twenty-one years ago, Seiji 


Ozawa conducted Ravel’s almost allegorical one-act “lyric 
fantasy” with a libretto by Colette, Lenfant et les sortiléges 


(“The Little Boy and the Magic Spells”). It 
was one of the two best concerts I’ve ever 
heard from Ozawa. Rehearing a taped 
broadcast reconfirmed that first impres- 
sion. The superb cast of mostly American 
singers included some of Boston’s best- 
liked performers (Mary Davenport, 
D’Anna Fortunato, Mark Pearson), plus 
the late Jan de Gaetani as the naughty 
child whose mistreated playthings and gar- 
den creatures seek revenge-and finally — 
ecstatically — turn him into a wise and 
caring person. 

My other favorite Ozawa performance 
was Schoenberg’s Gurre-Lieder that same 
summer at Tanglewood (with Phyllis 
Curtin, George London, and James 
McCracken); when Ozawa repeated it four 
years later at Symphony Hall — for a 
recording project — it flopped. But last 
week, Ravel remained in good hands. 
Ozawa seems to be able to put himself into 
the mind of a child yet maintain his techni- 
cal sophistication. In this music, for once, 
he actually hears meanings: each trombone 
blurp or contrabassoon burp, each plan- 
gent piece of fluting, plink of pizzicato, or 
misty spray of harp responded to some spe- 
cific moment in Colette’s literally mar- 
velous text. The music — waltzes, tangos, 
and foxtrots — slips from parodic ragtime 
to solemn pastoral processional. Ozawa, 
the players, and each member of John 
Oliver’s Tanglewood Festival Chorus 
(excelling as a group and in many small 
solos) were with it every magical step. 

At the literal center of the simple but 
pointed staging, in front of and around the 
podium, American mezzo-soprano Susan 
Graham, with her creamy. voice and 
expressive grin, was so irresistibly devilish 
as the little boy, you knew he couldn't be all 
bad, so you cheered his moral reclamation. 
Contralto Nathalie Stutzmann was his 
Strict yet tender mother and an exotic 
Chinese cup (“Mah-jong . . . harakiri, 
Sessue Hayakawa”). Well-known Welsh 
tenor Robert Tear was a pugnacious teapot 
(“How's your mug? . . . | punch your 
nose”), a fiendish math professor, and a 
helplessly trapped frog. An international 
cast, mostly making BSO debuts, included 
coloratura Sumi Jo as the leaping fire, the 


child’s beloved fairy-tale princess (a bit too 
chilly), and a nightingale. Italian mezzo 
Monica Bacelli and American baritone 
Chris Pedro Trakas made a hilarious pair of 
cats, meowing with all-too-French innuen- 
do. Dewy-voiced Norwegian soprano 
Elizabeth Norberg-Schulz was a particu- 
larly touching bat. And veteran Belgian 
bass-baritone José van Dam, making his 
first BSO appearance in a decade, was 
more than luxury casting as a dancing arm- 
chair and a wounded tree. 

Earlier that evening, van Dam performed 
Riickert-Lieder, Mahler’s five extraordinary 
settings of poems of dedication to love and 
art by the 19th-century German poet 
Friedrich Rickert. Austere and heartfelt, 
van Dam sang from deep inside these 
songs of spiritual crisis. No display. No 
projection of self. He was almost too self- 
effacing (he even sang from a score), yet 
profound in his dignity and gravity. Robert 
Sheena’s cor anglais solo in “Ich bin der 
Welt abhanden gekommen” (“I’ve gotten 
lost to the world”) was his loveliest work 
with the BSO to date. And preceding the 
Riickert Songs Ozawa led a gorgeously 
played Overture to Humperdinck’s Hdnsel 
und Gretel. (For an entire program of 
music about children, shouldn’t the Mahler 
cycle have been Kindertotenlieder?) 

A week before, Yo-Yo Ma joined Ozawa 
in both Haydn cello concertos and Leon 
Kirchner’s 1992 Music for Cello and 
Orchestra, which was composed for him but 
which he hadn't played here before. The 
eagerly awaited world premiere of 
Kirchner’s BSO commission, Of things 
exactly as they are, was supposed to be the 
big item on this program, but the compos- 
er’s recent hospitalization and recuperation 
forced a postponement. In its place, Ozawa 
led the American premiere of his late coun- 
tryman Toru Takemitsu’s cantata My Way of 
Life (composed in 1990 as a memorial for 
the London Sinfonietta’s founder, Michael 
Vyner). It’s a piece Ozawa evidently 
believes in, but I'd have to nominate it as 
one of the worst things I've ever heard at 
Symphony Hall. Treacly and derivative (the 
Globe’s Richard Dyer found traces of 
Ravel’s Daphnis and Chloe, Mahler's Das

Lied von der Erde, and a Pops arrangement 
of “White Christmas”), it’s a gushy setting 
of a sappy (in English, at any rate) Japanese 
poem about a tree (“A tree is/Love itself”; 
“No two trees are the same”; “Tree,/I love 
you deeply”). Where’s Joyce Kilmer when 
you really need him? “What’s the Japanese 
word for ‘schmaltz’?” someone remarked at 
intermission. 

Ozawa’s square Haydn was a letdown 
after Simon Rattle’s rakish Haydn sym- 
phony the week before, and Ma’s playing in 
the Second Concerto (which began the 
program) combined the lambent with the 
effortful (it sounded better next day on the 
radio). Kirchner’s piece, I wrote in 1994, is 
an odd combination of the monolithic and 
the kaleidoscopic. It’s very personal, with 
quotations from Bach and Mahler. When 
Kirchner himself conducted it here with his 
own orchestra nearly three years ago (with 
Andrés Diaz), it was an event-filled 
progress from fist-shaking to mellow 
acceptance. Ozawa rather blurred and gen- 
eralized the details, and he romanticized 
the music into a single rhapsodic effusion. 
Ma sounded heroic, but his new recording 
with David Zinman (who led the premiere) 
comes closer to capturing Kirchner’s clari- 
ty and quirkiness. Ending the concert with 
the Haydn First Concerto, Ozawa had 
more spring, and Ma was at his stupendous 
best — heartbreaking in the Adagio, hair- 
raisingly fleet and buoyant in the fast 
movements. 


THE HIGH POINT of the Boston 
Philharmonic’s excellent concert under 
Benjamin Zander last weekend was a rare 
performance of the Bart6k Second Piano 
Concerto (1931), with another stupefying- 
ly gifted young player, 22-year-old prize- 
winning Russell Sherman student Jong 
Hwa Park. This is music that, as David St. 
George pointed out in his superb and com- 
prehensive program essay, is usually played 
more for pounding percussiveness than for 
poetry. In places, Park sounded as if he had 
six hands, but he’s also a player (witness 
the quietude of the Adagio) of refinement 
and deep poetic instincts. At Sanders 
Theatre, he played both with and through 
the orchestra. Zander kept the strings in 
the Adagio down to a breathless hush, 
barely a whisper, and skillfully directed 
traffic through Barték’s complex hairpin 
rhythmic curves. He surrounded the 
Barték with a lively Overture to Glinka’s 
Russlan and Ludmilla, with a real swing to 
it, and a passionately noble Tchaikovsky 
Fifth Symphony. 

It was a busy day for Zander. That 
evening at Suffolk’s C. Walsh Theatre he 
turned up at a Collage new-music concert 
— this time being conducted by David

Hoose, who used to play first horn under 
Zander in the old Civic Symphony. The 
Zander-thon ended with a delicious perfor- 
mance of William Walton’s setting of the 
21 poems of Edith Sitwell’s darkly comic 
more-than-nonsense masterpiece, Fagade 
(from the early 1920s — the same period 
as Ravel’s Lenfant). In her own famous 
recording, Sitwell’s droll dry drone (“For 
Hell is just as properly proper/As 
Greenwich, or as Bath, or Joppa!”) sug- 
gests the height of clipped sophistication. 
Zander and partner Susan Larson took the 
reverse approach by fleshing out the recita- 
tion with a dazzling display of accents 
(British, Scots, Deutsch), languorous 
whispers, and snooty attitudinizing. With a 
heavier hand, this could have been awful. 
But their tongue-twisting dexterity, their 
obvious affection for the text, and above all 
their musicianship (mere actors rarely suc- 
ceed in this piece) were marvels of light- 
ness and comic timing. 

A word about Larson. She first got under 
my skin as an operetta singer: Offenbach, 
Gilbert & Sullivan, Rodgers & Hart. She’s 
the best American operetta singer I’ve ever 
heard, with the perfect voice for it — 
“light, and bright, and sparkling,” the qual- 
ities Jane Austen feared Pride and Prejudice 
might have too much of. Larson is our own 
Elizabeth Bennet, poised on the razor edge 
of parody and sincerity. There’s never been 
much opportunity in this country for 
operetta, and now that Larson has essen- 
tially given up singing (she’s teaching voice 
and writing for the Globe), I’d given up on 
hearing her in more. Fagade, though, is like 
spoken operetta, and Larson wasn’t merely 
good, she was thrilling. And it’s the great- 
est compliment to Hoose and his brilliant 
ensemble — Christopher Krueger (flute), 
lan Greitzer (clarinet), Kenneth Radnofsky 
(alto saxophone), Tom Smith (trumpet), 
and everyone else — to say they were the 
instrumental equivalents of Larson. 

There was also a magnificently played 
performance (Christopher Krueger and 
pianist Judith Gordon) of Stefan Wolpe’s 
Piece in Two Parts 1960, which | just 
couldn’t connect with despite Hoose’s 
introductory comments about how witty 
this was going to be. And finally, the pre- 
miere of a terrific new Collage commission: 
Andy Vores’s Weegee, inspired by 10 of the 
famous news photographers gritty black- 
and-white pictures of New York murder 
victims and murderers, a jazz club and 
Easter Sunday in Harlem, a fire and a car 
crash. Vores’s score is moody, colorful 
(mostly blue), and highly original in the 
way it knowingly yet unselfconsciously 
incorporates traditional elements of jazz 
and blues. | wonder how much it depends 
on the projections of the photographs. I’m 
eager to find out with further hearings. @

**x* Chet Baker Quartet, CHET 
BAKER IN TOKYO (Evidence). 
There are far too many mediocre 
Chet Baker albums from late in his 
career, but this concert in Japan 
by his working quartet showcases 
the trumpeter at the peak of his 
powers. A hard-bopping perfor- 
mance from a man usually pegged 
as the ultimate cool player, this 
double-CD reissue finds Baker 
positively fiery on Jimmy Heath's 
“For Minors Only” and the Miles 
Davis classic “Four.” Throughout 
the set, his solos maintain the nat- 
ural melodic flow and relaxed 
swing that marked his best playing 
from his rise in the 1950s. His gos- 
samer tone was always an advan- 
tage on ballads, and Elvis 
Costello's “Almost Blue” and the 
inevitable “My Funny Valentine” 
are lyrical gems that rank among 
his best renditions of those tunes. 
Baker sings on four of the 11 
tracks, which is a plus or minus 
depending on your taste for his 
affectless, world-weary vocalizing. 
His band, featuring pianist Harold 
Danko, bassist Hein Van Der 
Geyn, and drummer John Engels, 
offer sensitive support and distinc- 
tive soloing. If your image of Baker 
is the dissipated hipster junkie pro- 
filed in Bruce Weber's documen- 
tary Let’s Get Lost, this release will 
Open your eyes (and ears) to a dif- 
ferent artist altogether.

* Various Artists, BEAVIS AND 
BUTT-HEAD DO AMERICA 
(Geffen). Overheard at the check- 
out counter at a local record 
emporium: “Um, isn’t Isaac Hayes 
that guy who, like, invented gravity 
or something?” Other intriguing 
questions raised by Beavis and 
Butt-head Do America: is that Pam 
Grier caressing Butt-head? Is 
America ready for comixploitation 
funk? Does Madd Head (“Pimp’n 
Ain't EZ”) know Beavis and Butt- 
head are, like, just cartoons? You 
can get the jokes (Butthole 
Surfers: “The Lord Is a Monkey”; 
White Zombie: “Ratfinks, Suicide 
Tanks, and Cannibal Girls”) from 
skimming the titles — no need to 
lay down hard cash. 

Of course, B&B sucks in an 
appropriately cartoonish way, from 
Hayes’s Shaft/Coffy-style ode to 
“Two Cool Guys” to the Chili 
Peppers’ rank white-boy take on 
“Love Rollercoaster” to Engelbert 
Humperdinck's cheeseball-galore 
self-parody, “Lesbian Seagull.” 
Ozzy Osbourne’s raspy voice on 
“Walk on Water” is self-parody too, 
right? And No Doubt's Ronnie- 
James-Dio-meets-Faith-No-More 
“Snakes” (“Open the basket/And 
listen to the flute play . . . snakes in 
the basket”) is just a set-up for a 
couple of rancid chuckles along the 
lines of “Huh-huh, she can play 
flute for my snake anytime.” Lewis 
Largent is credited as “Music 
Supervisor.” Yeah, definitely a joke.

liquidy low-end guitars churning on 
the verge of feedback, and the 
drummer poised to crash down 
hard over the whole beautiful 
mess, singer/guitarist Adalita 
Srsen growls out the line “When 
you stick the knife in.” It's not clear 
where she's headed with that 
thought until a muscular backbeat 
kicks in, those scuzz-guitars zero 
in on a monstrous, two-chord riff, 
and Srsen starts milking the 
phrase “stick it in” for all it's worth. 

This is as good and as purely 
cathartic as art-damaged, noise- 
mongering, amp-frying rawk gets. 
It's heavy without the turgid metal, 
avant without any guarded cool, 
even though this Australia four- 
some's roots are planted firmly in 
the dirty asphalt staked out by the 
in-crowd of outsiders like Sonic 
Youth, Live Skull, and Pussy 
Galore. There are also some 
Seattle grunge overtones to the 


band's corrosive rumble-and-wah- | 
wah-driven guitar assault, but not | 


enough to conjure images of flan- 
nel shirts. When Srsen wraps her 
raw throat around the acid-prose 
of “| Was Cruel,” the equally 
squalling “Friends of Danger,” or 
even the more wistful, laid-back 
refrains of “Bodysnatcher,” Magic 
Dirt bring to mind what Live Skull 
fronted by Come's Thalia Zedek 
might have sounded like if they'd 
written some catchier tunes.

* xx Prince Charlies and the 
City Beat Band, GANG WAR; 
STONE KILLERS; COMBAT 
ZONE (Unidisc). These three CD 
reissues of LPs from 1979, 1982, 
and 1984 restore to life the entire 
oeuvre of Boston’s most promi- 
nent band of the funk era. The 
City Beat Band made their mark 
purely by effort. Their voice, Robin 
Hood, hasn't much tone or range, 
and the songs struggle, and usu- 
ally fail, to master the crazy-quilt 
rhythms and gothic melodies of 
their Parliament-Funkadelic role 
models. But all 36 tracks in these 
CDs exude a happy wonkiness far 
removed from the angry menace 
and cold mockery that underlie 
most funk bands’ music — a glad- 
times message much closer to 
disco than most funk bands want- 
ed to go. In ballads like “| Need 
You,” girl-watching treats like 
“Skintight Tina” and “Tight Jeans,” 
and the soulful glide songs “Move 
Your Feet (to the Beat),” “City 
Life,” “More Money,” and “Jungle 
Stomp,” the band actually find 
something like a voice of their 
own: Robin Hood's intoxicated, 
baritone smooch seconded by 
Prince Charles's loopy mellotron 
work. It’s not exactly goofy, in the 
best funk style, but it's definitely a 
gorgeous sound — almost lov- 
able.

Infantino alternates solo acous- 
tic Laurie Anderson-style spoken- 
word with acid-folk numbers from 
his trio — featuring John Kiehne 
on Chapman Stick and Tom Maher 
on drums — over the course of 19 
tracks, including new and previ- 
ously recorded tunes. A morbid 
poet, a mordant social critic and a 
savvy scavenger of pop detritus, 
he is to Boston's burgeoning alter- 
na-folk scene what Warren Zevon 
was to the Los Angeles singer- 
songwriters of the '70s.

Willson likes horn- 
laden, up-tempo R&B romps, 
some of which (a couple of fine 
Willson originals) work better than 
others (Bobby Troup's tired “The 
Girl Can't Help It”). But she’s rarely 
in the mood to give a tune a seri- 
ous, thoughtful treatment to bal- 
ance out all the good-time jive. 
Red-light highlights include her 
casual rap on “Sexological 
Solution” and the squeaky swag- 
ger of Dinah W.'s double-entendre 
classic “Long John Blues,” where 
Earl's delicate guitar sound is at its 
fluid best.

**x%*x Mary Chapin Carpenter, A 
PLACE IN THE WORLD 
(Columbia Nashville). 
Carpenter's follow-up to 1994's 
Stones in the Road is in many 
ways a more somber release. The 
lyrical maturity and eclectic musi- 
cal styles on A Place in the World 
combine to address the themes of 
belonging and the need to feel 
understood. Carpenter paints pic- 
tures with strokes of emotional 
honesty and confessional nuance 
— enough to put her among the 
best singer-songwriters of any 
genre. “Hero in Your Own 
Hometown” conveys the pathos of 
lost dreams and dashed expecta- 
tions: “Everything seems so 
clear/When you're looking back at 
such a distance/When the road not 
taken disappears/into the path of 
least resistance.” 

Singers Shawn Colvin and 
Kim Richey join Carpenter on 
the giddy, radio-friendly “I Want 
To Be Your Girlfriend.” Jon 
Carroll's accordion breezes 
through the lighthearted “What If 
We Went to Italy,” using a vaca- 
tion as a focal point in learning 
how to love without limits. 
Although Carpenter's music has 
always defied pigeonholing, 
there's been nothing to fore- 











shadow the elegant, beautiful 
“Sudden Gift of Fate,” which 
evokes Joni Mitchell’s Court and 
Spark era, replete with a sublime 
instrumental fadeout. This is an 
album full of such pleasant sur- 
prises.

TIVEN’S EGO TRIP (Fountain 
Bleu). Wherein songwriter, pro- 
ducer, and guitarist John Tiven 
gets his ya-yas by making a laid- 
back, rocking blues album with his 
friends, who happen to include 
hotshots Vernon Reid, Muzz 
Skillings, the late Arthur 
Alexander, Michael Hill, and 
Spooner Oldham.

**x*x* BUDAPEST STRING 
QUARTET (three separate CDs) 
(Bridge). In 1940, after performing 
there on and off for two years, the 
Budapest String Quartet became 
Quartet-in-Residence at the Library 
of Congress, a position they kept 
for 22 years. Their concerts were 
special because they performed on 
a unique set of Stradivari instru- 
ments that were not allowed off the 
premises. Bridge Records has 
recently acquired the rights to the 
Library’s archives, where the 
recordings of these live perfor- 
mances have been languishing for 
half a century. 

A high point on one of the discs 
is from the Budapest's official 
opening concert, August 3, 1940: 
Haydn's radiant Lark Quartet. This 
and Haydn's late Opus 76 No. 5, 
from 1941, show the Budapest 
players at their best — refined but 
energetic, lean but full of rhythmic 
grace and the most delicate 
nuance of phrasing. Beethoven's 
Piano Quartet and the Hungarian 
Rondo from Haydn's G-major Trio 
(an encore piece), from a 1955 
concert, are a little rougher but 
have the benefit of that master 
chamber pianist, the late 
Mieczyslaw Horszowski. In the 
Brahms Piano Quintet and the 
Schubert Trout Quintet, on a sepa- 
rate disc, the pianist is no less 
than George Szell, around the 
time he was appointed conductor 
of the Cleveland Orchestra. How 
flexibly the Budapest adapted to 
such diverse ivory tickling as the 
exquisite lyricism of Horszowski 
and the classical restraint of Szell. 

One of the most remarkable of 
these releases are three 1952 
Rachmaninov performances: both 
of his rarely heard string quartets 
and the big Trio Elégique in D 
minor, with pianist Arthur Balsam 
— luscious, insinuating works (the 
Trio sounds like Kurt Weill) from 
the 1890s, all composed before 
Rachmaninov turned 23. The 
Budapest never made studio 
recordings of Rachmaninov, so 
these forgotten gems of Russian 
Romanticism surely never had bet- 
ter performances.

Writer-director Tony Gatlif's explo- 
ration of Gypsy history is no con- 
ventional documentary — it has no 
voiceover or talking heads, its 
episodes are apparently staged, 
and it tells its tale entirely through 
music and dance. The title is a 
Rom phrase that means “safe 
journey.” But the journey chroni- 
cled by the film has been anything 
but safe.

The film also presents all their dif- 
ferent musics together under one 
umbrella for what is probably the 
first time.

Light my fire 


IRE. FOR OUR primeval ances- 

tors, it was a source of life, provid- 
ing heat and light and cooked food 
(once they acquired a taste for it). 
Using new archaeological techniques, 
scientists now believe the first cave 
fires were lit by Peking Man more than 
500,000 years ago. Humans have 
been comforted, if not kept alive, by 
fire ever since. 

But fire can be as destructive as it 
is sustaining. Witness the fires that 
ravaged San Diego County last 
month, or the flames that engulfed 





1670 patrons of a theater in Canton, 
China, in May 1845. Pause for a 
moment and think of the nearly 500 
Bostonians killed 54 years ago this 
week, when fire tore through the 
Cocoanut Grove dance club (where 
the Park Plaza Hotel now stands). 
Did Prometheus know that his gift to 
man, stolen from the gods, would 
embody life and death so completely? 
At Adams Fireplace Shop, the 
stakes aren't quite so high — 
although the hazards of a bonfire in 
one’s living room are obvious. This 
small red shed in 
Cambridge houses 
new and antique 
screens, tools, log

er). Donald explained that purists like 
the combination of andirons and a 
fender, as opposed to a fireplace 
screen, “because it looks like the old 
days — even if they have a nice home 
and sparks are flying all over the 
place.” He was also waiting on a man 
whose in-laws had had a little “acci- 
dent” with his fireplace the night before 
(| overheard something about “sparks 
flying everywhere”). Needless to say, 
the man was in the market for a short, 
snug-fitting fireplace screen. 

All of this fireplace equipment — 
from the art deco tool set, complete 
with tongs, poker, shovel, and brush, 
to the 19th-century wooden bellows 
with a carved portrait of Queen 
Elizabeth — made me yearn for a fire- 
place of my own.

There’s something 
about crouching before a hearth, 
armed with tools, that makes us feel 
godlike (no wonder Zeus felt threat- 
ened). Uncontrolled fire in the wild — 
or in a dance hall — is terrifying. Fire 
tamed, in your living room, suggests 
mastery — and, yes, comfort.

T WAS 25 YEARS and 1250 
} cartoons ago that my work first 

appeared in this newspaper. I 
was a full-fledged hippie back in 
1971. I didn’t have long hair, I 
had big hair — an enormous 
Jewish afro sitting on top of my 
undernourished, brown-rice-con- 
suming, Goodwill-attired, Vanilla 
Fudge—groovin’ body.

He hung up on me for the first time in our lives. 

I was lying about the drugs. Just a few days before, | 
had been sitting down by the river with my sketchbook, 
three or four hours into an acid trip, attempting to light a 
joint while avoiding looking at the giant black spider 
straddling the Charles — four legs on Memorial Drive 
and four on the business school. My pants caught on 
fire. | ripped them off and watched them burn — “nice 
+ — colors” — until they were completely consumed. As | 

walked back to the apartment on Green Street that I 
shared with nine other children of Aquarius, wearing my 
sweatshirt like a diaper with my legs jammed through the 
sleeves, I realized there was no way I was ever going to 
complete my thesis on the Problems of Food Supply as a 
Contributing Factor to the Downfall of the Provisional 
Government of 1917. 

So I quit school. Over the next several months, I 

: focused, when possible, on the cartoons that had taken 
over the notebooks I had been carrying to and from lec- 
tures and seminars. When I wasn’t drawing or working 
odd jobs (with the emphasis on “odd”), | was hanging out 
at the pre—Age of Cappuccino Holyoke Center, waiting for 
something to 
happen. Or for 
something to 
stop happening. 
One morning | 
struck up a con- 
versation with a 
guy who was 
hawking 
Broadside, the 
local psychedelic 
weekly. He 
turned out to be the editor, and generously offered to 
publish my drawings for absolutely no money. Several 
weeks later, emboldened by my sudden success and a 
pipeful of hash, | marched up the stairs to the offices of 
Boston After Dark on Boylston Street. For some reason, | 
was immediately ushered — appointment-less and con- 
nection-less — into the office of the editor-in-chief. 

Perhaps he was as mind-altered as I was that after- 
noon; he agreed on the spot to run my awkward, 
Sergeant Peppery musings on a weekly basis. 

And for 25 bucks a cartoon! If | maintained my spartan 
diet, held on to my girlfriend with the “chemist” brother 
who ran a little lab on Harvard Street, and got myself one 
or two more roommates, | figured I could stop working 
altogether and concentrate full-time on cartooning. 
Which I did. And have continued to do all these years. 

A quarter of a century later, just about everything has 
changed. The Afro is gone, the only drugs I do are Pinot 
Grigio and Tums, I have one roommate (my wife), and the 
Phoenix, grandchild of B.A.D., now pays me $35 a week. 
Just kidding. 

My cartoons have changed as well. Back in the ’70s I 
was into blowing minds and pushing open doors of per- 
ception. These days I mainly try to make people laugh. 

What hasn’t changed? My father is still hoping I'll go 
back to graduate school.

Paul, folks have been arguing about the safety of this stuff 
for more than 20 years. The weight of scientific evidence is 
that the sweetener is harmless. Nonetheless, since its intro- 
duction in 1981, thousands of people have complained to 
federal health authorities that aspartame gives them 
headaches or worse. 

Sure, where there’s smoke maybe there's fire. The prob- 
lem is that people tend to blame aspartame for everything. 
The sweetener has been associated with something like 90 
different symptoms, including vision problems, dizziness, 
drowsiness, abdominal pain, anxiety attacks, depression, 
confusion, memory loss, ringing in the ears, convulsions, 
and irritability. It’s been linked to conditions ranging from 
brain tumors, epilepsy, and multiple sclerosis to chronic- 
fatigue syndrome. Scientists say real toxins don’t work that 
way; real toxins produce a specific cluster of symptoms. 

For the most part scientists have been unable to repli- 
cate adverse aspartame reactions in the lab. In numerous 
studies investigators recruited individuals who said aspar- 
tame triggered headaches, epileptic seizures, or what have 
you. Typically they fed half the subjects aspartame and the 
other half a placebo. In most cases there was no observ- 
able difference. 

Aspartame opponents include some reputable scientists, 
but their claims are often dubious. For example, Dr. John 
Olney, a longtime aspartame foe, recently published a study 
linking the sweetener to an increase in brain tumors in the 
United States. The flaw of his work? The incidence of brain 
tumors had begun to rise before the introduction of aspar- 
tame, and it’s been leveling off since. 

Mary Stoddard, the head of an anti-aspartame group 
called the Aspartame Consumer Safety Network, told us 
that she and her daughter suffered a broad range of health 
problems she attributed to the sweetener. Ms. Stoddard is a 
nice lady, but her belief about aspartame is largely a matter 
of personal conviction. She declined to participate in con- 
trolled tests that might have conclusively established a link. 

Other claims quickly noted: 

1) Aspartame causes reduced cognitive ability and other 
problems in airplane pilots. Several studies have failed to 
confirm these effects. 

2) Aspartame causes blindness because it produces 
methanol (wood alcohol) when digested. Aspartame does 
produce a small quantity of methanol, but research shows 
that even if someone drinks enormous quantities of diet pop 
the amount is much less than what's needed to produce 
toxic effects — even in soft drinks stored above 86 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 

3) Aspartame is especially dangerous to pregnant women 
and infants. Experiments suggest any danger is slight, but to 
be on the safe side pregnant women and babies probably 
shouldn't have the stuff. 

All the noise may be obscuring some genuine problems. A 
1993 study of the effect of aspartame on persons with a his- 
tory of depression had to be halted because of the severity of 
the reaction. I did find one study that found a connection 
between aspartame and headaches, and there are some per- 
suasive anecdotal accounts. Most people would be far better 
off if they gave up diet products and merely ate a balanced 
diet and exercised. 

Which brings me back to you, Paul. It’s one thing to eat 
diet foods yourself. But why are you feeding them to your 
kids? If they’re really such lard buckets, turn off the damn 
TV and send them out to play. ei

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Shots from the 
underground

HERE’S AN UNSETTLING color 

photograph of Nirvana inside the 

CD booklet of Nevermind that I re- 
member glancing at when the disc first 
came out, back in 1991. Kurt Cobain is 
standing in the middle of the shot flip- 
ping the camera (or the world) the bird, 
flanked by Krist (then Chris) Novaselic 
and Dave Grohl. But what caught my eye 
originally, and eventually sent me back to 
take a closer look several months later, is 
the way the photograph is blurred 
around the edges, creating a pattern that 
suggests the band is being sucked into 
some kind of abstract vortex. Nobody at 
the time, including photographer 
Michael Lavine, could have known that 
the explosive Seattle trio would quickly 
(and unwittingly) be drawn into the cen- 
ter of a cultural eddy that would spin out 
of anyone’s control. And yet, when I look 
at Lavine’s photograph now, it’s impossi- 
ble not to get the eerie sense that some-

body was trying to warn them of what 
was to come. 

In the years that followed Nevermind’s 
devastating impact on the status quo, 
Lavine would be called upon to photo- 
graph bands like Nirvana, Sonic Youth, 
Soundgarden, and Hole, again and 
again, for CD art, magazine covers, 
posters, and publicity shots. Those pic- 
tures — some of the best of which are 
collected in a new book of Lavine’s pho- 
tography, Noise from the Underground: A 
Secret History of Alternative Rock — 
have become part of the visual fabric of 
the alternative nation. The poster of Son- 
ic Youth packaged with 1988’s Day- 
dream Nation LP, its perspective as art- 
fully distorted as Thurston Moore's gui- 
tar chords, was a Lavine creation, as was 
the vivid January "92 Sassy magazine 
cover of Courtney kissing the cheek of a 
Manic Panic red-haired Kurt. 

Noise from the Underground offers an 
overview of a scene in the making, link- 
ing the unsung heroes of yesterday with 
some of today’s heavy-rotation media 
stars. Lavine’s aesthetic is rooted in pre- 
Nirvana indie rock, an insular world 
where nobody dreamed that a band like 
Sonic Youth would ever hear their songs

played on a commercial radio station, see 
their videos on MTV, or even have their 
picture taken for a national magazine. 
Lavine spent four years at Evergreen 
State College in Olympia in the early 
’80s, developing a friendship with class- 
mate Bruce Pavitt and a fondness for the 
extreme, heavy, guitar-powered strain of 
post-punk that was slowly beginning to 
dominate the Pacific Northwest. Pavitt 
went on to found the Seattle indie label 
Sub Pop after college; Lavine landed in 
New York City. 

“When I moved here in 1985,” recalls 
Lavine from his Manhattan studio at 
78th and 5th, “I met [bassist] Sean 
[Yseult] from White Zombie and shot 
her band. Then I met Christina [Mar- 
tinez] from Pussy Galore, and they asked 
me to take some photos. So I called 
Bruce in Seattle and told him | was 
shooting bands. He said, ‘Great — I’m 
starting a label, so you can shoot some of 
my bands.’ ” 

Lavine wasn't the only photographer 
with connections to the rock-and-roll 
underworld of White Zombie and Pussy 
Galore. In Seattle, Charles Peterson was 
cutting his teeth in mosh pits, developing 
a reputation for blurry live-action shots

that captured the energy of Seattle’s 
finest in their natural habitat. But Lavine, 
who got work as an assistant in the studio 
of fashion photographer Francesco Scav- 
ullo — better known as the guy who cre- 
ated the Cosmo Girl — was onto some- 
thing very different. While Peterson was 
down in the trenches, meeting the bands 
on their own turf, Lavine made it his mis- 
sion to lift those artists up into the bright, 
glamorous world of studio photography. 
“There weren't a lot of us shooting 
those bands back then,” Lavine recalls. 
“If you wanted the blurry live photo that 
was guaranteed to be good, you’d go to 
Charles, and if you wanted the colorful 
studio look you came to me. Charles has 
a great line in the movie Hype about that 
era. He says that the bands loved playing 
in Seattle because everyone would dance 
and go crazy. And then you’d go to New 
York or LA and everyone would just 
stand there staring and maybe nodding 
their heads. | remember coming to New 
York from Olympia and being struck by 
the difference. I was jumping up and 
down at a Lyres show in New York and I 
noticed that nobody was moving. So | 


guess | kind of had to become part of the

standing-still look.” 


Even in some of the mid-to-late-’80s photos 
in the book, you can see Lavine bringing the 
techniques he’d learned in Scavullo’s studio to 
bear on bands that were miles from the glam- 
our of fashion modeling. But if an obscure 
scuzz-rock band from New York named Pussy 
Galore could go into the studio and cover, 
song by song, the Rolling Stones’ Exile on 
Main Street, then why not shoot Jon Spencer 
and Christina Martinez as if they were rock 
stars like the Stones? That’s what Lavine did 
for the cover to the band’s 1988 disc Sugarshit 
Sharp (Caroline). He was also bold enough to 
use Man Ray’s stylized solarizing technique on 
a 1987 photograph of the Unsane (a process 
that has become one of Lavine’s trademarks), 
and to use supersaturated colors, perspective- 
bending wide-angle lenses, and other studio 
tricks to lend even the grungiest, torn-and-tat- 
tered artists a touch of big-time gloss. 

“If there’s a certain glamour to my work, 
it’s because it has a very formal, clean compo- 
sition,” Lavine explains. “That’s a very natural

thing with me. But I’ve never really done fash- 
ion photography per se. | lived a kind of dou- 
ble life for those two or three years I was in 
Scavullo’s studio. I'd go on these shoots that 
were totally old-school glamour. They’d be 
shooting Liza Minelli, Cheryl Tiegs, and even 
Cindy Crawford before she was famous. But 
after work I'd go downtown and hang out at 
CBGB's, go to a Butthole Surfers show, stay 
out all night. And then the next day I’d be 
back in Scavullo’s darkroom, printing my 
photos of White Zombie when nobody was 
looking.” 

By the early 90s, more people were starting 
to notice Lavine’s work, and the scene that 
he’d been shooting was also starting to get 
some commercial attention. Lavine handled 
the publicity shots for the Smashing Pump- 
kins’ 1991 debut, Gish (Caroline); Sonic 
Youth’s first major-label release, Goo (DGC); 
Nirvana’s In Utero (DGC); Belly’s Star 
(4AD); and the Jon Spencer Blues Explosion’s 
Orange (Matador). He was, as Henry Rollins 
writes in the intro to Noise from the Under-

ground, widely regarded by musicians as 
“one of the good eggs who gives much- 
needed legitimacy to a music scene that so 
totally deserves it.” As the photographs in 
the book attest, even after “alternatiye” be- 
came big business, Lavine didn’t just focus 
on doing big, color-saturated jobs for top- 
selling acts. He continued to boost lesser- 
knowns, like members of Boston’s Come 
(whom he photographed for the cover of 
Option magazine), New York’s Railroad 
Jerk, and England's Spiritualized. 

Lavine, though, couldn’t keep his 
work from becoming an aesthetic key 
for mainstream advertisers bent on 
reaching the alternative nation. So it 

came as little surprise when one of the 
Goo shoots, which featured Sonic Youth 
against bright yellow, red, and blue 
backgrounds, was eventually co-opted 
for a Gap ad campaign that hit the mar- 
ket a couple years ago, just as the sound 
and attitude of grunge bands were used 
to sell everything from dry-brewed beer 
to expensive flannel fashions. 

As Lavine puts it, “The mass media 

“picked up on what we were doing, and 
all of a sudden there were a bunch of 
fashion photographers shooting all these 
people. So gradually it did get taken 
away from us in a way. Wé had this

scene, everyone knew each other, and 
we all loved being involved. The musi- 
cians liked making music, and we liked 
taking pictures of them. But the success 
was bittersweet. | mean, you want to be 
recognized, but once everyone recog- 
nizes you then it ruins the scene.” 

That story is told in Noise from the Un- 
derground by rock journalist Pat Blashill, 
who provides the text that fills in the 
blanks around Lavine’s photographs. 
Bjashill offers a first-hand account of the 
rise and ultimate dislocation of the com- 
munity Lavine documented with his cam- 
era. If there’s sometimes a wistful or bitter 
edge to his prose, it’s only a reminder that 
some of the artists who got sucked into 
the vortex didn’t make it out alive. But you 
don’t have to read Blashill’s words to be 
struck by that. Take a close look at the in- 
timate black-and-white portrait of Kurt 
Cobain that Lavine shot in January of 
1992. You'll feel it. 

“The great thing about that picture,” 
says Lavine, “is that | think it’s my answer 
to some of the glammed-out photographs 
of Kurt that ran after he died. To me, this 
is what he was really like. He was just a 
scruffy kid.” co

A café that serves affordable gourmet sandwiches is a 
rare find in Boston. Fortunately, Baci’s does. Its most pop- 
ular sandwich (named, appropriately, il Baci) is a half loaf 
of French bread or a braided roll with fresh mozzarella, 
basil, prosciutto, tomato, and olive oil ($5.75). Change the 
filling to grilled eggplant, zucchini, summer squash, and 
red peppers, and you’ve got il Melanzane ($5.75), another 
sandwich favorite. Baci’s also serves terrific pasta. The 
rigatoni dish ($5) is tossed with mushrooms, Spanish 
onions, scallions, and plum tomatoes, and dusted with a 
sprinkling of romano cheese. You might also try the won- 
derful, thick-crusted pizzas. Prices start at $6 for a small 
pie and rise as toppings — from basil to prosciutto to 
sweet potatoes — are added. For dessert, the tiramisu 
($3.95) is very good, but the créme caramel ($3.95) is 
heaven. 

Baci’s, located at 61 Mass Ave, in Boston, is open 
Monday through Thursday from 7 a.m. to 9 p.m., on Friday 
from 7 a.m. to 11 p.m., on Saturday from 8 a.m. to 11 
p.m., and on Sunday from 8 a.m. to 9 p.m. Call 266-2200.

JOHN CLARKE 
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A bare-bones approach to the 
Satisfying, piquant food of Ethiopia

VERY ONCE IN a while, you run across 
a a cookbook that captivates you with its 

sheer idiosyncrasy. For me, that hap- 
pened last year when I| wrote my first review for 
the Phoenix, on the delightful South End 
Ethiopian restaurant Addis Red Sea. Looking 
for help, I found a small green volume in the 
Boston Public Library called Exotic Ethiopian 
Cooking, by Daniel Jote Mesfin. Probably self- 
published, the book opens with a 28-page essay 
on Ethiopian hospitality. (“You notice the beau- 
tiful dress your hostess is wearing. . . . You no- 
tice, too, that she has buttered her head which 
goes with the spirit of the holidays.”) It contains 
a recipe called “Refreshing Drink Made from 
Flax.” It lists 177 other recipes, some of which 
call for wild quantities of food: 10 pounds of 
fish fillet, 12 pounds of butter, 15 pounds of 
chili pepper. It cross-translates the major 
Ethiopian spices into English, Amharic, and 
Latin. 

It begins with the sentence, “Ethiopian 

food is like the Ethiopians

that were sautéed pretty dark before stewing; the 
taste may verge on overcooked to Western. 
palates. Wat can be spicy, but, at Ethiopian 
Restaurant, culinary danger-seekers will have to 
request hot paste (awaze) or even chili powder 
(berbere) to add some fire. 

One treatment I'd never seen before was beef 
strips marinated in tej, Ethiopian honey wine. 
Called “ZelZel tibs” ($8), the dish had a nice 
balance of acid and sweetness that brought it 
out in sharp relief from the other stews. Vegeta- 
bles run to puréed legumes: dried red peas and 
yellow peas, prepared in both wat or alecha 
styles, with a texture reminiscent of extremely 
thick split-pea soup. There’s one dish of mixed 
cooked veggies, and also a combo of the lot ($6 
per dish, combo $7). 

Ethiopian cuisine uses no sugar (traditional- 
ly, even coffee is salted, though you'd have to 
request it that way here), so the dessert menu 
is nonexistent. Exotic Ethiopian Cooking makes 
the argument that the tanginess of injera fills

During 
dinner, drier Ethiopian 
reds are available, but 
my preference is 
Tremont Ale, on tap for 
$2.50 at the bar. 
Ethiopian Restaurant

in Central Square, abbrevi- 
ates the usual roster a bit further, focusing its 
short menu on three types of stew: “wat,” a 
dark-colored sauce based partly on red-pepper 
paste; “alecha,” a sweeter, more buttery style 
of stew; and “tibs,” a dryish sauté. 

Ethiopian cuisine is served family-style, with 
all the components of your table’s meal spooned 
onto a single huge, spongy pancake of injera, 
the sourdough flatbread that serves as both plate 
and utensil. (The technique, not at all difficult, is 
to grasp food with small torn-off pieces of the 
bread.) Several folded sheets of injera come on 
side plates; they’re for eating, not wiping up. 
(Exotic Ethiopian Cooking tells of a European 
visiting Ethiopia who “is said to have put the in- 
jera in his lap thinking it was a napkin.” Be 
warned.) 

How does Ethiopian Restaurant stack up in 
terms of being spicy, subtle, and so forth? Well, 
most of the meat dishes are solid but unexcep; 
tional takes on the Ethiopian canon, which 
means they’re complex and satisfying stews with 
no single distinguishing characteristic. Fans of 
the cuisine will be disappointed that some popu- 
lar appetizers, like spiced cottage cheese, are 
unavailable here, but they'll be very happy with 
the injera. It’s tangy, a full 16 inches across, and 
a surprising bluish-gray. That color comes from 
t’ef, a grain peculiar to Ethiopia which owner 
Tekle Maasho imports as flour via California. 
(The flour and the cooked bread are available at 
his adjacent grocery, curiously named Anthony's 
Greek Market.) 

As meat dishes go, the doro wat ($7.50) is 
perfectly serviceable, a leg of chicken stewed in 
a dark sauce with the consistency of a smooth 
chili. The yebeg wat ($7.50) has chunks of lamb 


highfalutin — is one of those places where you 
have to bring your own atmosphere. The ex- 
pected Cambridge crowd of grad students 
and other academic types scatters itself here 
and there in the open dining room, with its 
dodgy floral carpet, acoustic-tile ceiling, and 
token traditional decorations, but there’s an 
awful lot of empty space. Cozier is the bar, 
where middle-aged white guys (holdovers 
from the dive that occupied the spot till 
about six months ago) park themselves with 
bottles of Bud, and where most of the 
Ethiopian patrons choose to dine. As a white 
guy ordering the meat combination plate 
($8), I got some interesting looks — and 
tentative questions — from the Budweiser 
brigade, which I found funny because the 
Ethiopians around me had been eating the 
same stuff all night.

(All- 
ston), Boston, 566-8888. $10-$17. A large 
and pretty place, with a rotation of exotic 
Persian dishes in a generic Middle East 
and American kosher (meat) menu. Don't 
miss the soups, pilafs, kebabs, shishlik, 
and baklava. Open Saturday nights, but 
closed Friday nights and Saturday lunch- 
es.

’ NORTH EAST BREWING CO., 1314 


Comm Ave, 566-6699. 11-17 At last, a 
brewpub with both solid ales — even the 
light ones are clean-tasting — and 
delectable food. Especially the Nor'Easter 
Pale Ale and the crabcakes, the roast 
chicken, the greens salad, and the tall- 
foodiest, most postmodern chocolate ec- 
stasy that ever was. Dark, so wear what 
you like.

Especial- 
ly the crunchy-sweet samosa-bhel, the 
Satisfying pav bhaji, masala dosa, and idli- 
sambhar.

Many consider this to 
be Boston's most romantic dining room, 
although the food may strike some as a lit- 
tle staid.

Quick off the blocks with its beer, this 
brewery-restaurant has culinary ambition, 
too.

(lunch, $6-$10). Likeable, stylish, inau- 
thentic, popular Santa Fe bar with nou- 
velle NuMex food. Younger, livelier tone 
than the similar Porter Square branch. 
Good salads and desserts, fun fusions like 
“cowboy pot stickers,” Puebla duckling, 
Norma's Zuni roll. For traditional tastes, 
the chili and the black-bean torta are nice.

Stick with the quesadilla, fried conch, veg- 
etable risotto, and blueberry-apple crum- 
ble. Fun postmodern decor works in pic- 
tures of Third World food production.

2500. $10-$18. Wear your Newbury Street 
clothes, whatever those might be, to a fun, 
see-and-be-seen restaurant.

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with better-than-basic bar food in a spec- 
tacular location. Next to the State House 
in the renovated lobby of the former 
Bellevue Hotel — Beaux Arts meets 
Postmodern. Boisterous inside; the ter- 
face outside is quieter..A lunch or after- 
work spot with inexpensive finger food to 
Split; good shrimp and artichoke pizza, 
Caribbean chicken and seafood stew, 
tiramisu.

Chestnut St., Boston, 523-4477. $14- 
$21. Quaint atmosphere in a small dining 
room.

Fine appetizers like the fried sigara 
boreks, a really tasty vegetarian stuffed 
eggplant, terrific lamb kebab, and better, 
spicier adana kebab, swell Turkish cof- 
fee.

LALA ROKH, 97 Mount Vernon St., 
Boston, 720-5511. $12-$16 Exotic, au- 
thentic, romantic, and beautiful, Lala 
Rokh fufills, surpasses, and deconstructs 
our fantasies of ancient Persia all at 
once. Absolutely don't miss the eggplant 
appetizer and pilaf entrees. Many unique 
garnishes and subtle flavors do justice to 
a rare and classic cuisine.

$3-$16 Boston's first full-tilt Malaysian 
restaurant, and likely to start a fad. Malay 
food is the mother cuisine of Indonesian 
and Thai food, and there are heavy 
Southern Chinese influences from two 
centuries of migrants. It adds up to an 
amazing asam stingray with a vivid curry, 
numerous other seafood novelties, and 
also plenty of accessible soup and noo- 
die dishes. An adventure that could be- 
come a regular feature. (4/96) 
BLUE DINER, 150 Kneeland Street 
(South Station), 338-4639. $7-$15 Not 
quite a diner, not even very blue, this is 
still the best place to go for a serious 
meal at 3 a.m. on a Saturday night. Very 
late hours (Thurs-Sat), a barbecue menu, 
and a cool bar in back called the Art 
Zone draw everyone from cops to club- 
bers. (8/96) 
BUDDHA'S DELIGHT, 5 Beach St., 
Boston, 451-2395. $4-$10. Chinese and 
Vietnamese Buddhist-temple cuisine, 
strictly vegan (except for condensed milk 
in some drinks) imitations of your favorite 
shrimp, pork, and egg dishes. I've seen 
better visual work in this tradition, but it 
didn't taste as good as the best here: 
spring rolls, summer rolls, nam vang noo- 
dle soup, hot-and-sour soup, moo shi, 
Lake Tung-ting “shrimp,” and anything 
spicy or with lemongrass. Good coffee.

EAST OCEAN CITY, 25-29 Beach St., 
Boston, 542-2504, -4223. $4-$15. New 
and handsomely decorated Cantonese- 
Hong Kong restaurant that actually nets a 
fish from the dining-room tank for your 
steamed fish. You can taste the differ- 
ence. Good house special soup, clams in 
black-bean sauce, king tou spares, and 
chow foon as well. Late hours, full liquor 
license. Dress up a little. (9/92) 
GRAND CHAU CHOW, 41-45 Beach St., 
Boston, 292-5166. $4-$22. A fancier sup- 
plement to the popular Chau Chow 
Seafood Restaurant across the street, 
with good versions of every imaginable 
Chinese dish, but concentrating on Can- 
tonese-style seafood and specialties of 


the Chau Chow people from Swatow and 
Southeast Asia. Notice the Swatowese 
dumpling soup, vinegar dips, grey sole 
with fried fins and bones, sautéed pea 
tendrils, and a surprising General Gau's 
chicken. (1/94) 

IMPERIAL SEAFOOD RESTAURANT, 
70 Beach St., Boston, 426-8543. $6-$27. 
The downstairs of the famous dim sum 
restaurant, full of big round tables for 
large groups on medium-celebratory oc- 
casions. The best of an overly inclusive 
menu are the ambitious Cantonese clas- 
sics: steamed fish; lobster Chinese style; 
Imperial egg roll; roast duck; clams in 
black-bean sauce. Lavishly redecorated 
with live fish and lobster tanks, without 
losing the rococo, kitschy sense of the 
thing. (7/94) 

LEI JING, 20 Hudson Street, Boston, 
292-6328. $8-$35. Everything from won 
ton soup to a three-course Peking duck, 
but the emphasis is on South Chinese 
banquet dishes in a more formal and ex- 
pensive dining room. Recommended: the 
beef teriyaki, steamed minced shrimp 
balls, clams with black bean sauce, and 
taking a chance on dessert. (6/95) 
ORIGINAL BOSTON DINER, 178 Knee- 
land St. (South Station), 350-0028 $3-$5 
In the funky little 1920s diner building at 
the corner of South and Kneeland 
Streets, the only 24-7 diner in town 
serves solid, handmade versions of what 
you'd expect: burgers, fries, cheese 
omelets, and plenty of coffee. No beer or 
wine. Cash only. (8/96) 

PEKING CUISINE, 10 Tyler St., Boston, 
542-5857. $3-$9. Formerly known as 
China Grove, this family-style restaurant 
continues in the Mandarin and Szechuan 
tradition of its predecessor. Serves both 
standard Chinese fare as well as more 
adventuresome dishes like scallops with 
black-pepper sauce and sautéed eel with 
yellow leeks. 

PEOPLE'S CAFETERIA, 21-23 Edinboro 
St., Boston, 482-7328. $4-$11. Not a real 
cafeteria, but fewer frills and lower prices 
than most of the current wave in China- 
town.
